SHOWS THEIR POOR OPINION OF HILL » 


AND CLEVELAND’S POPULARITY. 
Sr. Lours, June 14,—The question as to who 
#hall lead the Democratic hosts to victory in 
the next campaign is already attracting much 
attention, and itis evident that the settlement 
ofso important a question will go far toward 


simplifying the preparations for the next na- , 


tonal campaign. As in the game of chess, the 
best time to form plans for success in future is 
immediately after defeat in a bout with a stout 
Butagonist, so in ‘politics, it is by no means 
premature for the practical partisan to begin 
to lay plans for a coming Campaign as soon as 
he can gather his forces from a recent defeat. 
Acting upon this idea, the Democracy is en- 
gaged in carefully weighing the olaims, the 
strength, and fitness of any and every avail- 
able man who has aspirations for leadership. 
So far the choice has wavered between Cleve- : 
land and Hill, and whatever tends to lighten 
the balance in favor of one of these champions 
necessarily favors the other, and is therefore 
ofinterest to the country at large. 

It is well known that the St. Louis Republic is 
strongly opposed to Hili and as strongly in 
favor of Cleveland, and has. claimed that its 


views were shared by the Democracy of the 
West and South west, and in order to prove that 
Gov. Hill was as unpopular as claimed in these 
sections, the Hepwbirc hus coliated the opinions 
of prominent Democratic editors of the West 
and Southwest upon the subject. A synopsis of 
the most important and striking of these is 
given below. The questions propounded are 
contained in the following letter: 
ST. Louis, Mo., May 28, 1889. 

To the Eadttor of the ' 

DKA SIR: In view of the preconcerted and un- 
disguised attempt of Gov. Hill and his friends in 
New-York to secure tor him, in advance of anv ac- 
tion by the National Democracy, a pre-emption 
claim upon its nomination for the Presidency in 
1892, it seems highly desirable that the Democracy 
of New-York should be made to understand pre- 
cisely what opinion is entertained of Gov. Hill by 
the Democracy of the country at large, and espe- 
cially of the West and South, where a strong im- 
pression prevails that the policy of concentrating 
the entire Democratic campaign upon New-York 
and especially upou the turn of the lottery wheei 
in New-York City, has been pursued long enough. 
Such information cannot fail to be of valne to the 
Democracy of New-York and of the entire coun- 
try, and may aid considerably in simplifying the 
preliminary work of the national campaign of 1892. 
Piease, therefore, answer the itollowing questions 
brietiy and explicitly, with such comments as you 
care, to accompany them with: 

1. Do you believe that Gov. Hill would be the 
strongest candidate the Democrats could put up? 

2. Do you believe in the policy of concentrating 
the Democratic campaign upon New-York and two 
or three adjacent States, where the use of money is 
always habla to be more potential in determining 
the result thar appesis to the judgment, conscience, 
aud eulightened seif-interest of the people? 

%. Do you believe that the time has come for the 
Democratic Party to recoguize the drift of popula- 
tion and consequently of political preponderance to 
the West, and Southwest, by nominating a Western 
candidate and pushing the lines of battle into the 
Western and border States?

The newspapers to which this letter was sent 
circulate in ten States, the Democratic opinion 
of which is strongly represented in them. 
There is but one expression in tavor of the 
nomination of Gov. Hill, coming from the Au- 
gusta (Ga.) Chronicle, a protection paper. Of 
the others all but two are unqualitiedly opposed 
to the nowilnation of the New-York Governor. 
The twe exceptions to this rule are the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal and the Atlanta Journal. 
Five correspondents express a preference for 
the nomination of Cleveland, and Mr. Shanklin 
of the Evansville (Ind.) Courier says that he 
can be credited to [ndianaif New-York does 
not share the pride and con tidence in him which 
the Democrats of all other States feel. 

There is a practical unanimity of opinion that 
Gov. Hill is bot the strongest candidate the 
party can select, and two of the journals quoted, 
the Galveston \ews and the Nashville banner, 
unite in the expression of the opinion that his 
nomiuation would involve “the defeat of the’ 
party. ‘ 

The Repubsie justifies this exposure of Gov. 
Hill’s weakness at this early day on the plea of 
party necessity. It believes it to be as neces- 
sary In his case DoW, as 16 ever Was in that of 
James G. blaine, to defeat the machinations of 
corrupt combinations unitea in his support, 
with the force of a party opinion which only 
needs expression to be potential. It believes 
thatas the revolt of Republican conscience, 
1gding expression in the press, was the only 
Viing that defeated Biaine at Chicago last year 
and saved that party from defeat, so now the 
early and complete exposure of Hill’s weak- 
ness will rescue the Democrats, not only from 
the fatal mistake of his pomination, but from 
the disturbing effect of his candidacy. 

The substance of the letters that do this work 
effectually are printed below: 

G. W. Shanklin of the Evansviile (Ind.) 
Courver says: “I believe Gov. Hill would be 
the weakest candidate the Democrats could 
same, because he represents the idea of ex- 
pediency in politics. even at the expense of the 
‘raditional policies of the Democratic Party.” 
«1 answer to question No. 2 the Courier advo- 
2ates a ticket composed of two prominent Dem- 
dcrats taken from States lying side by side in 
the Mississippi Valley, and opposes going. to 
New-York fer the head of the ticket. It be- 
tieves in a Westera man for candidate, but that 
Grover Cleveland is reaily a citizen of the Na- 
tion. ‘Heis as good an Indiana Democrat as 
the best, and if the National Convention should 
conclude to nominate him in 1892 he may be 
eredited to Indiana if New-York does net share 
the pride and confidence that the Democracy 
of every other State in the Union feel in his 
leadership.” 

E. W. Carmock of the Nashville American 
says: “‘Idonotshare your extreme antipathy 
to Gov. Hill, yet I think him too small aman 
Jor the Presidency, and therefore not a safe 
man for the Democratic nominee. [ think 1t 
yery unfortunate that the Democratic Party of 
the United States has to take its nominee with- 
out question at the dictation of a victorious fac- 
jion of New-York politicians.” 

G. H. Baskette of the Nashville Banner re- 
plies: ‘Gov. Hiil would not be the strongest 
candidate the Democrats could put up for the 
Presidency. His nomination would invite an- 
tagonisms based upon his equivocal attitude in 
the last campaign, and also upon his identifica- 
tion with the liquor interests in his canvass for 
Governor. As a political character I do not 
think he has the commanding confidence of his 
party atiarge. It would be very unwise policy 
to deliberately hinge the hopes of the Democracy 
onthe uncertainties of New-York politics and 
the trickeries of the factions in New-York City. 
Tnere is no good reason why the selection of a 
Democratic candidate should be contined to the 
East. Ifthe Democracy cannot elect a compe- 
tent and deserving Western Democrat to the 
Presidency, it confesses itself less broad and 
nationai than Democracy shouid be.” 

Cc. M. Keating of the Memphis Appeal does 
not believe that Hillis now the strongest can- 
didate the Democrats could present, but that 
Mr. Cleveland occupies such a position. Yet 
there are reasons drawn from current events 
why Gov. Hill may have the delegation from 
New-York State solid for him. This may be 
neceptable to the “practical politielans,’?’ who 
are “devoid of sentiment and are guided by 
availability.” He would prefer defeat to such a 
result, and suggests that means be taken in the 
Weet to “appeal to the judgment, copn- 
science, and enlightened self-interest of 
the people” against it. Most emphatical- 
ly it is time to throw otf the “tyran- 
nous exactions of New-York politicians,’ 
and te be free from ‘the dictatorial 
domination of that State. The fact that the 
Democrats have only carried New-York once 
since the war should teach the necessity of a 
Western candidate.” seems 


D. ©. Jenkins, for the Dallas and Galveston 
News, answers the tirst two questions unhesi- 


tatangly in the negative. Hill’s nomination is 
ga conceivabie possibility, but **by flagrantly 
and indisputably representing only an organ- 
ized appetite for spoils would logically involve 
au igneminious defeat for the Demooratic 
ticket, to be logically followed, if the same ap- 

etite continued tu be palpably and irrepressi- 
fiy predominant, by the complete collapse of 
the Democratic Party asa popular whole for 
want ofa moral basis and of -, decent reason 
for its prolong-d existeuce.”” As vo the section 
from which uw candidate should be drawn, the 
News merely sugxeesta that if he be fitted for 
the nomination in every respect, whether a 
Western or an Eastern man, be should then be 
sousidered a vational candidate only, and his 
atature Measured by that test. 

W. L. Malone of the Fort Worth Cazetle does 
not believe that Gov. Hill would be the strong- 
est candidate the Democrats could putup. He 
believes the policy of the Democracy has always 
been in recognition of the arift of PoP ae aad 
and of political prepowderance to the West and 
Southwest, but will awatt the events of the next 
two years to decide upon the proposed new plan 
of campaign. 

Says E. L. Givens, editor of the Little Rock 
Gazette; “Gov. Hill has been a national disap- 
pointment, It may not be impossible for him

to regain much of the character he has lost dur- 
ing the remainder of his administration, but ho 
must do this if he beeven considered for the 
Presidency in 1892.” The poliey of concentrat- 
ing the Demooratic campaign upon New-York, 
&c., Ought in ‘future te be avoided if possible. 
** The time has come for the Democratic Party 
to push the hines of battle into the Western and 
border States. Whether we havein 1892 an 
Eastern or Western candidate for the Presi- 
dency, the party ought to be as independent of 
New-York, Indiana, or any other one or two 
States as it is possible to make it.” 


James Mitchell of the Arkansas Democrat 
(Little Rock) says: “I should consider him 
{[Gov. Hill] the worst candidate and the weak- 


est.” He believes Grover Cleveland is the 
strongest candidate of the party at present, 
and because he is likely to be in 1892 the cen- 
tral figure still, itis perhaps premature to con- 
sider a Western man for nomination. The cam- 


aign should not be coneentrated around New- 
ork, 


C. E. Wright, editor of the Commercial Herald, 
Vicksburg, Miss., says: “Iam opposed to any 
New-York man, unless the party in New-York is 
united on him. [ think any Democrat of 
national reputation outside of New-York would 
be stronger in that State than one from that 
State with some of the devilish factions opposed 
tohim. I do not believe in making the cam- 
paign hinges on three or four Northern States.” 
He thinks the West is not yet ready to take the 
prominent part proposed for her. She is less 
friendly than New-England to'the South. 


Richard Weightman of the Montgomery Dis- 
patch says, pointedly: “{f regard Mr. D. B. Hill 
as the very weakest candidate that could be put 


forward by a respectable party. He represents 
everything that is pernicious and abhorrent in 
politics, and his nomination would mean that 
the Democracy had no appeal to make to the 
morality and conscience and patriotic feeling of 
the country. I do not believe in the use of 
mopey at elections, either in New-York or else- 
where. Congress and the State should enact 
laws that will prevent the ascendency of.igno- 
raneo and corruption in politics. I believe that 
in nominating a President, the Democratic 
Party should consider the fitness of the man 
rather than the locality of his domicile.” 


W. F. Drinkard, editor of the Richmond Dis- 
patch, answers the first two questions in the 
negative and the third in the affirmative. 

The Atlanta Journal, speaking through an 
anonymous writer, says that owing to local dis- 
sensions among the Democrats of New-York 


Gov. Hill is not the strongest candidate. ‘It a 
New-Yorker is to be nomiuated there is Mr. 
Cleveland, who has served the country 
for the last four years with ability and distino- 
tion.” The second question it answers in the 
negative. As to the third: ‘No party can hope 
to remain permanently in power in the country 
which fails to make some practical recog- 
nition of that section about and beyond the 
Mississippi.” Even if all sections were inereas- 
ing atthe same rate in population and influ- 
ence it would be neither brave nor wise for the 
Democratic Party te rely alone upon the South, 
New-York, or any other section. The candidate 
for 1892 ought to bea Western man. “ This policy 
does not contemplate giving up New-York, or 
in the slightest degree jeopardizing Democratic 
success therin. The State is unquestionably 
more Democratic than Repubtican, and yet the 
Republicans have carriea it four times out of 
seven with outside candidates against New- 
Yorkers nominated by Democrats, McClellan 
and Hancock being practically New-Yorkers, as 
Seymour, Greeley, Tilden, and Cleveland really 
were. We are of opinion that a Democrat of 
sufficient character and standing from another 
State will run better in New-York in 1892 tlfan 
any New-York Democrat.” 


Cc. E. Merrill ot the Florida Times-Union is 
strongly in favor of Cleveland as the future 
candidate. “As for Gov. Hil, Ido not think 
one Florida Democrat ip ten favors his nomina- 
tion. . It is generally believed here that he (or 
in New- 
York, and that suspicion has ‘cooked Mr. Hill’s 
goose.’”” 

Henry Watterson, editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, says: “It seems to me a waste 
of moral force and party strength to enter 


upon a discussion at this time of any merely 
personal aspects which may or may not attach 
themselves to 1892. With us‘three years is a 
political generation. Three years before Polk, 
Pierce, Lincoln, Hayes, Garfield, Cleveland, and 
flarrison were inaugurated President of the 
United States their names were elther unheard 
of in national affairs or° were unconsidered in 
connection with the Presidency. The country 
is too large for personal intrigues to do much 
toward the creation of a Chief Mazistrate. 
Even when it was smailer they only con- 
trived to defeat themselves. The always well- 
organized 1deas, pressed to the front by the in- 
terests of great masses of the people, govern, 
and these, baffling calculation, will make their 
own leaders, when the time arrives for deter- 
mining the ultimate details of movement. The 
man, however eminent and conspicuous, who 
seriously looks to his nomination and election 
to the Presidency, may not be inaptly likened 
to one who should expect to tish out of the At- 
lantic Ocean with a pinhook the ticket calling 
for the capital prize in a lottery to be drawn in 
the moon. As itis my purpose to support the 
nominees of the next National Democrativ Con- 
vention, [cannot reconcile it with my sense of 
duty to commit myself in advance against any 


Democrat in good standing, and as far as Gov. 
Hill is concerned, [am sure you do him an in-. 


justice,’’ 

W. W. Screws, editor of the Montgomery (Ala.) 
Advertiser, thinks it is difficult to form an opin- 
ion so long ahead, but “I will say thatI do not 


believe that Gov. Hill would be the strongest 
candidate the Democrats could put up. The 
Cleveiand Democrats supported Hill lovally. 


‘If all the Hill Democrats had supported Cleve- 


land, the result in New-York State weuld not 
have been victory for the former and defeat for 
the latter. Lt stands to reason that the knife 
would be vigorously used in New-York State if 
Hill should be the nominee. As to your second 
question, I do not believe that it is good policy 
to concentrate the resources of the party in any 
one or two great centres. If proper distribu- 
tion of speakers, arguments, and hard work had 
been made both Ohio and Illinois might have 
been carried for Uleveland in 1888, and any 
policy which gives those great States secondary 
consideration will be afatal one. To the third 
question I give it as my opinion that the 
Democracy has much to hope for in the States 
of the West and Northwest, but I do not belive 
that it would be wise to pursue 
any course that would seem to cast 
doubt upon our brethren in the 
East. New-York, New-Jersey, and Connecticut 
are safe for us under ordinary circumstances, 
and [ believe will be ‘overwhelmingly so in 
1892. We have with their favor accomplished 
Democratic victory in more than one Presi- 
dential contest, and have noreason to doubt 
that we will witness it again. lf Mr, Cleveland 
should be nominated, he would beso essentially 
the candidate of the whole party that sectional 
lines would cut no figure, and by that time 
there would be no opposition to him'in New- 
York. There are distinguished Democrats in 
the West around whom the whole party would 
rally with a courage and enthusiasm that 
would lead to victory. The Westistne ground 
in which Democratic workers have reason to 
sow the seeds of good doctrine. Tne people are 


, eager to work a change that will relieve them 


ot the burdens of overtaxation in the shape of 
unjust tariff laws, and through the Democratic 
Party only can they have their wishes accom- 
plisned.”’ 

Patrick Walsh, editor of the Augusta Ohron- 
icle, Augusta, Ga., raises a dissenting voice, as 
follows: ‘*‘ As at present advised I believe that 


David B. Hill would be® the strongest 
candidate the Democrats could put up in 
1892. 2. .I believe in concentrating the Demo- 
cratic campaign upon New-York, New-Jersey, 
Connecticut, and Indiana.

A NEW GUNBOAT'S TRIAL. 


SOME POINIS BORROWED FROM 
FOREIGN NAVIES. 

THE PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF THE PE- 

TREL—THE PRESIDENT AND THE 


FILLING OF THE OFFICKS. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 890-ton gunboat 
Petrel, built by the Columbia Iron Works of 
Baitimore, is ready for an official trial, and Sec- 
retary Tracy will announce the detail of the 
board to conduct the trial to-morrow. The in- 
structions for the board have been drawn up, 
and a copy will be sent to each member. .They 
are similar to the instructions to the members 
of the Yorktown and Charleston boards, and 
call for areport on the strength and ability of 
the vessel and her manceuvring qualities, and 
on the qualities of the material and workman- 
ship used in her construction. In her steam 
trial, the engineer members of the board are 
to be stationed in the engine and fire rooms 
as the best places to observe the working of 
every detail of her machinery, and, during the 
four hours’ run under forced draught, to test 
her horse power, indicator cards are to be taken 
at each cylinder every fitteen minutes. Her 
contract requires hér engines to develop and 
maintain 1,100 collective indicated horse 
power for four hours; for every horse power 
over this amount the contractors are to receive 
$100, and if they sbeuld fail to reach the maxi- 


mum they are to forfeit $100 for each horse 
power lesa than 1,100. Her builders have had 
a@ number of private trials and, it is reported, 
have easily run her engines up to 150 revolu- 
tions per minute, which is about equal to 1,100 
horse power. The contract does not call for 
any particular speec, but it is expected that she 
will make an average of thirteen knots or more 
at full power. 

The Petrel is the amallest gunboat of the new 
Davy, and compares with the Magple type in 
the English Navy and the Inconstant type in 
the French Navy. She was intended to carry 
four six-inch breech-loading rifles, but in view 
ot the experience of small vessels with heavy 
guns in other navies itis thought atthe Navy 
Department that if the origina) plans for‘heavy 
armament were carried out she would be very 
greatly overloaded, and it is quite likely that 
she will carry four four-inch guns, the arma- 
ment of the English Magpie. 

The Columbian Iron Works is very much be- 
hindhand with the Petrel, which was:under 
contract to be finished Dec. 22, 1887, and it has 
been working under heavy penalties since that 
time. Secretary Tracy, when appeeled to for 
an extension of the time, decided that it would 
Set a bad precedent to grant it and referred the 
contractors to Gongress for relief. Congress 
will be asked to grant the relief asked and re- 
Dit the penalties incurred by builders-of other 
new vessels, all ef which are more or less be- 
hind time, on the ground that the United States 
has suffered no loss, as there have been no guns 
ready for the vessels and they could not have 
been fitted for effective work, even if com- 
pleted.

Gen. A. G. Malloy of Dallas, Texas, appears 
to have a very thrifty way of looking out for 
himself while serving his country for a salary. 
Gen. Malloy was a Wisconsin man before the 
war, but since then has made his home in 
Texas, where he has fillea various Federal 
offices, ineluding those of Collector of Internal 
Revenue and Collector of Customs at Galves- 
ton. He came on to Washington to see Gen. 
Harrison take office and to secure the place 
of United States Marshal in Texas. He failed 
to get the Marshalship, but his appeal to Sec- 
retary Rusk, as an old Wisconsin soldier, got 
him the position of Agent in Texas for the 
Bureau of Animal Industry before the end of 
March. The salary of this office is $1,800 
ayear. Gen. Malloy qualified at once, but he 
regarded himself as worthy of a better salary, 
and he has remained in Washington instead of 
uttending to the duties of his office in Texas. 
That he has not been entirely idle, however, 
is evident from the fact that he was this 


“week appointed by Secretary Windom Super- 


visor of _ Immigration in Texas, an oftice carry- 
ing a salary of $2,200 a year. Having drawn 
his two months’ salary as an agent of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, and having obtained 
& place whose compensation is more to his 
liking, Gen. Malloy may now be expected te re- 


‘turn to Texas and begin earning his pay. 


The President appears to have come to the 
conclusion that it is not inconsistent with the

** stag party” that will include several members 
of the Cabinet. The Postmaster Geperal is not 
specifically named, but it would surprise no 
one to hear that he had yielded to the force of 
example and concluded that it is not inconsist- 
ent with professions of the sincerest . piety to 
sailin a gooa man’s boat on the Sabbath day.

CoLumpBts, Ohio, June 14.—Mr. Allen W. Thur- 
man is not in the least cast down by the result 
of the primary election in Columbus and Frank- 
lin County,in which a majority of Campbell 
delegates to the State Convention were elect- 
ed. Mr. Thurman is by no means a kicker, 
but be does not hesitate to say that it is mighty 
poor politics for Mr. Campbell and his friends 
to make a contest for delegates to the State 
Convention where a candidate for the Guberna- 
torial nomination resides. 

Itis noticed that a number of Mr. Thurman’s 
friends are entering very pointed protests 
against the county being represented in the 


State Conventionjby the defendants in the tally- 
sheet trial of 1885 and their particular friends 
and defenders. It is barely possible that tne 
triends of Mr. Campbell, the leading candidate 
for the nomination at this time, have gone tov 
far, and may regret their action in the event 
Mr. Campbell is the nominee, It may be stated 
in this connection that there are a number of 
Democrats in this city that will not support Mr.

NEW LIGHT ON AN ALLEGED CASE 


SUICIDE. 

WICHITA, Kan., June 14.—A case of peculiar 
and etriking interest was to-day made public 
tor the tirst time. May 29, K. A. Newcome, a 
capitalist from Painesville, Ohio, was found 
lying in the private oflice of F. L. Tillinghast’s 
bank at Clearwater with a bullet in his brain. 
The bank announced that Neweome had, while 
suffering from financial distress, attempted 
suicide, and as the injured man was uncon- 
scious, and unable to give any account of the 
affair, it was so considered by all. 

Greatly to the surprise of all, and in spite of 
the fact that he carries in his brain a 44- 
calibre ball, he began to improve. With the 
first gleam of returning consciousness and be- 
fore be had strength to. speak, he seemed to be 
desirous of giving’ his version of the affair. 
To-day he was able to speak, aud, sénding for 
his attorney, he made a statement that he had 
been shot either by Tillinghast himself or by 
one of his employesin the bank at the time. 
The reason he assigned was that he had trans- 
ferred to Tillinghast $30,000 of property in 
trast, and that he had.time after time asked 
him for either note or payment. 

Promising to attend to the matter, Tillinghast 
persuaded Newcome to come to his private 
office, and there attempted to kill him and an- 
nounced thatit was a suielde. The statement 
was made before a number of Newcome’s 
friends. Onaccount of the prominence of the 
parties the case is attracting considerable com- 
ment. All the more faith is putin the state- 
ment, as investigation shows Newcome was not 
financially involved.

SULLIVAN ONCE MORE FREE 


JUDGE IOBLHY DECIDES TO 
ADMIT HIM 10 BAf».' 

THE COURT REVIEWS THE EVIDENCE 

AND SAYS TRE JURY WERE INFLOU- 
ENCED BY OUTSIDE SENTIMENT. 

CHiIcaco, June 14.—Alexander Sullivan was 
to-day restored to liberty by Judge Tuley. The 
release was the immediate result of Sullivan’s 
application for a writ of habeas corpus. Bail 
was fixed at $20,000, and was promptly fur- 
nished by four well-known citizens, each of 
whom represented many times the total amount 
asked. Mr. Sullivan walked out of court after 
having been less than three days in eustody. — 
The Judge held that the Coroner’s jury had been* 
influenced by outside sentiment. 

Mr. Sullivan was early on the scene. He was : 
brought in by Sheriff Matson personally, who’ 
escorted him through the Judges’ chamber be-' 
fore the Chancellor’s arrival on account of the, 
crowd at the other doors. On Mr. Sullivan’s 
arrival ne took a seat in the centre of a circle 
tormed by his lawyers, Messrs. Trude, Windes, 
and Gilbert, with whom he entered into a whis-; 
pered consultation. A score of members of the; 


bar evinced a professional and friendly interest: 
in Mr. Sullivan’s being present. Coroner Hertz*s 
occupied a seat vy Judge Longenecker, and ; 
Congressman Frank Lawler came in when; 
everybody rot seated. 

There was a wait of three-quarters of an hour: 
before Judge uley reached his court room. 
At 3:45 P. M. Mr. Sullivan braced himself in‘ 
his chair and kept his eyes fixed on tbe court 
as Judge Tuley said: ‘“‘Isunpose there will be 
no further steps taken beyond this evidence: 
before the Coroner’s jury.” Judge Longenecker 
replied: **That is all. There is no additional 
testimony.” 

** Because if you had any, the court would feel 
compelled to hear it,”’ said the court. 

Judge Tuley then, in his characteristic 
matter-of-fact mMmanner,@ begun reading Dis° 
decision, and had not proceeded two minutes 
when the frowns ef those identified with the 
prosecution told which way was the drift. 

Judge Tuley, in his decision admitting Mr. 
Suliivan‘to bail,reviews at length the testimony 
given before the Coruner’s jury, and, among 
other things, says: 


“There was much evidence taken by the Coroner’s 
jury that’was irrelevent, that would not be admuis- 
sible upon a hearing.before a committing magistrate - 
or a trial.before a petitjury. I have no criticism to ; 
make upon the action of the Coroner’s jury. It is 
not expected that in an investigation by the 
Coroner he wiil be ruled by the strict rules of 
evidence. [n fact it is his duty even to receive 
hearsay evidence, if it will tend to put him upon 
the track of the real evidence which may be ob-. 
tained in the case. And 1t is clear that it was from 
this hearsay evidence in this case that the Coroner’s 
jury obtained the impression or supposition ulti- 
mately that a conspiracy had been formed tomurder; 
Dr. Crenin. The question here is as to how far that 
evidence affects the respondent Sullivan. That is 
to say, how far he would be affected by the legal 
evidence that would be admisiable in a court of law, © 
that would be admissible upon a hearing before a 
committing magistrate or a trial before a petit jury. 

If we reject the declarations or statements of the 
deceased, Cronin, 48 to threats that had been made 
against him by Sullivan, as to the fears that had 
been excited in his nnd of his life by reason of Sul- 
livan or at Sallivan’s instigation, there is practi- 
cally no evidence bearing directly upon the re- 
spondent Sullivan except the testimony of the wit- 
ness Haggerty as to these threats which he states 
Sullivan made in 1885. know of no rule of law 
which will adwit the declarations of Cronin made 
out of the presence of Sullivan. Before any com- 
mitting magistrate or jury all that evidence would 
necessarily be excluded. 

The evidence may be said to tend to show: 

Firet—That he was murdered by personal enemies 
for revenge growing out of matters connected with 
this United Brotherheod Association. If this was 
a conspiracy merely of personal enemies, the ques- 
tion occurs, What connection had or does the proof 
show that respondent Sullivan had with those 
personal enemies or the conspiracy which they 
tormed to murder Cronin? The three parties who 
are held by the Coroner’s jury in connection with 
him—the parties whom the evidence may 
be said to tend to show as connected 
with the murder of Cronin directly or indi- 
rectly—are none of them proved to have 
been in particalar social, business, or other rela- 
tions with respondent Sullivan. There 1s no act of 
his traced home to any of the acts disclosed by this 
testimony. Heis not shown to have been coanect- 
ed in any way with the obtaining of the horse or 
baggy with which Cronin was decoyed away. He 
is not shown to be connected in any way with any 
of the parties held with Nim, (Sullivan,) to have 
been connected in any way with the renting of the 
Carlson cottage, or with the parties who occupied 
it. The evidence would be just as complete as to, 
the other three defendants if all testimony in this 
record as to Sullivan were obliterated. 

Second—The second theory may be said to be that 
he was murdered to prevent exposure as to the do- 
ings of the so-called triangle, | have considered that 
theory thoroughly, and it appears to me avery un- 
reasonable one. Itdoes not appear that the deceased, 
Cronin, was in possession, as a matter of personal 
knowledge, of any facts which would die with him. 
So that the object of removing his testimony could 
not be said to be very apparent. All the testimony 
which it appears that Cronin had would exist the, 
same after he was taken away. The testimony that 
was before the Committee of Six that tried Sulli- 
van, Boland, and Feeley was taken not only by 
Cronin, but by the Secretary and Dr. McCahey of 
Philadelphia. And it does not appear that any par- 
ticular object in suppressing evidence could be at- 
tained by the killing of Cronin. 

Another theory as to this conspiraoy is this: That 
it was perpetrated by reason of some order, regula- 
tion, or proceeding of the United Brotherhood As- 
seciation. The Coroner’s jury made great etforts to 
ascertain whether anything in the nature of acamp 
proceeding or an act on the part of the organization 
as such was had inregard to the murder-of Cronin. 
There is no evidence produced showing any act of 
the auganyaetion or any: Cump, as such, for his re- 
moval. 

There is still another theory: That he was re- 
moved by members of that organization who were 
overzealous in the cause of their country, for the 
reason that they believed. or had been made to be- 
lieve, that he was a British spy; that they acted 
upon theirown motion and without direetion trom 
the officers of any camp of the organization. As to 
the act of the organization of the United Brother- 
hood, it is shown in the evidence that Sullivan, 
about four years ago—or two years ago, as 
others stated,—resigned and quit all connec- 
lon with the organization. So that if this 
man was murdered in pursuance of the direc- 
tion of any camp or organization it is not 
seen how Sullivan could influence the action of 
such an organization, he not being amember. If it 
were an actof an organization, it can’ be said that 
he was not a member. Nor is it shown in the evi- 
dence that Sullivan ever met with any other con- 
spirators, that there was any common plan to be 
pursued by thom, or that he had any relations, busi- 
ness, social’y or otherwise, with Coughlin, O’Sulli- 
ven, or that other person, Woodruff; or that he had 
any ‘particular social relations or friendship witb 
any other person whom the evidence points out as 
being subject to the suspicion of knowing anything 
with regard to this conspiracy. ; 

I think that the Coroner’s jury in bringing in 
their recommendation orin bringing in their tind- 
ing that Sullivan either was an accessory or had 
guilty knowledge of the murder were largely in- 
liuenced by herosay evidence. There oan be no 
doubt from this testimony that suspicion points 
strongly toward the respondent, and, strange to 
say, one of the strongest evidences of his intense 
hatred of the deceased appears to have been fur- 
nished by Sullivan himself since the murder of 
Cronin. At thetime of sullivan’s trial in 1838 at 
Buffalo, Dr. Cronin was one of the jury or Committee 
of Six. Sullivan remonstrated or protested against 
his serving as such, and when the committee met 
on the 5tn day of May to consider their report they 

received for the first time a communication or pro- 
test from Sullivan, in which he charged not only 
that Cronin was an enemy of his but that he waa a 
perjurer and scoundrel, and went into some specific 
charges in détail, certainly a protest or a- docu. 
ment which shows, as I id, a most bittér and 
malignant hatred of Cronin, although it may be 
said that the fact that this document was not made 
public until two or three weeks after the killing of 
Cronin might be urged as areason why Sullivan was 
not engaged in that conspiracy to kill Cronin. Asa 
‘sensible reasoning man, he must have known, if he 
was engaged in it, the bad effect the production of 
such a protest would have upon himselt ana his 
connection with the charge. It seems almost im- 
possible to think that if he wasand knew that he 
was a party to this conspiracy, he could ever have 
promuigated that protest two weeks after Dr. 
Cronia was murdered. 

‘the evidence points to Sullivan as a person who 
in connection with Dr. Cronin might have a re- 
venge to gratify, but fails to shew any direct 
threat or any overt act toward the gratitication of 
that revenge oF any connection with any act shown 
by the evidence to have been committed in connec. 
tion with the inurder. But the Coroner’s jury evi- 
dently knew this fact, and it is apparent from their 
verdict that they had not got to the bottom of this 
conspiracy. There is no doubt but that they un- 
doubtedly believe that Alexander Sullivan was 
connected with this conspiracy, and, as I sai,laree- 
ly upon hearsay evidence. Nor do I say that 
they failed in their duty in recommend. 
ing that he be held to answer to this charge. They 
did not, however, recommend that he be held with- 
out bail—a very. commmon and usual torm of verdict 
where the proot is evident or the presumption great. 
At is the duty of the Coroner’s jury to require that 
every one be held against whon) there is any proot 
in connection with acrime, or offense, and I think 
it is also their duty where the evidence is clear or 
the presumption of guilt great to recommenfd that 
they be held without bail. 

But upon a caretul reading of this testimony, and 
striking out from this testimony ali but the legal 
evidence, 1 cannot, and I think no impartial man 
can, make up my mind it would be possible for 
any jury to convict the respondent Sullivan upon 
that evidence alone. Thatis one of the tests as to 
whether the party is entitled to bail or not. The 
mere fact that a party is an rer k of another ved, 
son who gets killed is no proot of his having killed, 
alded or abetted or having been engaged in 
conspiracy to kill, that person. The Coroner’s 
jury do not determine guilt any more than this 
court does upon this investigatiou. The Coro- 
ner’s jury kuew that they had not got at any- 
thing near the bottom of this conspiracy or the 
facts connected with it. They expected that new 
facts would develop, and they. wili develop beyond 
a doubt. But you cannot deprive a man of his 
liberty if he is entitled to it under the law or 
Constitution on the ground that more evidence 
may be produced to show him guilty. The evi- 
dence us it is presen to the court or commit 
ting magistrate is the sole test for the exercise

I think the bail, though, 
should be of such a character as to positively as- 
sure his appearance. 

Gentlemen, I will be pleased to hear your sugges- 
tions as to proper bail. 

State Attorney Longenecker suggested 
$25,000 bail, but Mr. Trude thought that ex- 
cessive. He said that Mr. Sullivan was not rich, 
that he nad persons other than his family de- 
pendent on him, and that anything above 
$10,000 might be hard for him to get. 

Judge Gilbert contended that $10,000 was as 
high bail as was ordinarily required. 

Mr. Trude wanted to know whether, if the bail 
was fixed, it would continue if the Grand Jury 
found an indictment. Judge Longenecker said 
that he would consent that the bail should re- 
main as fixed, provided the indictment were’ 
found on no other evidence than that already 
betore the Coroner’s jury. If additional evi- 
dence were introduced he would reserve his 
right to secure @ capias, and then settle the 
question of additional bail if it became neces-' 
sary. The court fixed the bail at $20,000. M. 
W. Kerwin, J. W. Tuohy, Daniel rkery, and 
Fernando Jones, who were among the on-look- 
era, volunteered as bondsmen. They were ac- 
cepted without question. 

The court room, during the rendering of the 
decision, was crowded from the outer door te 
the Judges’ bench with eager listeners who gave 
the closest attention to the utterance of the 
venerable Chancellor. The audience was made 
up of about —_ parts of the friends and 
enemies of Sullivan and lawyers who were 
eurious only to hear the Chancellor’s ruling on 
the nice law involved. 

When the decision had been read there was 
a murmur of excitement and several lawyers 
shéok bands with Sullivan. The Irish leader 
said very little and refused to talk to the re- 
porters. After the bail had been given and he 
was free he went directly to his residence. 

A8 matters now are Sullivan, in a legal sense, 
stands in much the same position he occupied 
before a word of testimony was offered at the 
Ceroner’s jury. The Judge’s rulicrg unques- 
tionably places him in that position. 

The refusal of Gov. Hill to extradite J. J. 
Moroney and Charles McDonald for allezed 
complicity in the Gronin murder, is regarded as 
rather singular by State’s Attorney Longenecker 
and his assistant, Mr. Jampolis, as the law, 
they say, does not require what the Governor 
has demanded, 

“Toxamined the papers before they were 
sent to New-York,” saia Judge Longenecker 
this afternoon, ‘‘and they were made out in 
proper form. It is not necessary to go into the 
evidence in order to extradite a man. Nothing 
more than a complaint ia required, and that 
was sent East in proper form. It was only a 
short time ago that a prisoner was brought 
back from New-York on a complaint. No in- 
dictment had been found against the man, but 
Gov. Hill at that time dia not withhold the 
papers.” 

The Evening Journal says editorially this even- 
ing: ‘In endeavoring to provide a hole for the 
suspects, Moroneygand McDonald, to crawl out 
of, Gov. Hill adds one more notch to his record 
as # political trickster and.chariatan. His re- 
fusal to extradite these men whether they were 
guilty or not was a direct blow at the interests 
of justice. If he thought there was reasonable 

round for accusing them, he should have issued 
fis warrant for them to be delivered up to 
justice. If he believes them innocent, he would 
have had the satisfaction of knowilug that it 
would have dene them no harm to give them 
an opportunity for the fact to be tried by a jury.” 

The special Grand Jury resumed its investi- 
gations in the Cronin case this morning, but its 
proceedings were as devoid of interesting de- 
velopments as those of yesterday. In faet, it 
hourly betomes more apparent that the inquir- 
ies of the Grand Jury are to be little more than 
arepetition of the investigations of the Cor- 
orer’s inquest. The same witnesses are being 
summoned and they are telling their same old 
stories over again with not even variation 
enough to excite interest,

WHAT EFFECT THE CRONIN MURDER 


MAY HAVE ON THE IRISH CAUSE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—The developments 
in the Cronin mystery at Chicago and the New- 
York arrests have quieted the objections which 
National] Leaguers here had made to the indefi- 
nite postponement of the League Convention, 
which had: been called for July 9. There is no 
one to be found, however, who believes Presi- 
dent Fitzgerald’s statement that the postpone- 
ment was “due toa desire to give the Irish 
leaders an opportunity to. attend the convention 
without absenting themselves from Parlia- 


* ment.” 


“ ‘rhe facts come in a private letter from one 
of the Parliamentarians,’ said a prominent 
Leaguer to THE TIMES’S cerrespondent to-day. 
* There are in Chicago at the present moment— 
and Ll know what I am talking about—repre- 
sentatives of the London Times who have in- 
structions to cable everything that may havo 
@ bearing on the case. The English paper is 
endeavoring to prove that the National League 
is otticered by physical force men, and that it is 
a revolutionary society covered with the cloak 
of moral suasion.” 

‘* What has the presence of these mer todo 
with the League in this country ?” 

“Collecting material to substantiate Le 
Caron’s testimony,” was theanswer. ‘It is a 
strange fact that Parnel’ and O’Brien have 
been cross-examined in relation to their know!l- 
edge of the men whose names have figured in 
the Cronin mystery. The Irish leadera have 
disavowed political connection with these per- 
sous.

Q7HE BRILLIANT DIPLOMAT: 
YIELDS 10 BISMARCK. 
RESULT OF THE CONFERENCE ON SAMOAN ‘ 
AFFAIRS—THE GOOD MR. WANA-’ 

MAKER AND HIS YACHT. 

BERLIN, June 14.—The agreement negotiated 
by the Commissioners to the Samoan confer- 
ence for the settlement of affairs in Samoa was 
signed by all the members of the cenference 
this afternoon. The text will not be published 
until the agreement is signed by the American 
Government. 

It is understood that the American Commis- 
sioners have withdrawn their objections to cer- 
tain provisions of the protocol. The conference 
will meet again to-day. Itis expected that to- 
day’s session will be the final sitting of the con- 
ference, or that, at the furthest, its deliberatione 
will be concluded to-morrow. Dispatches from 
Bremen state that Mr. William Walter Phelps, 
one of the American Commissioners to the cou- 
ference, will sail from that port for New-York 
on the North German Lloyd steamer Fulda to- 
morrow. , 

America having abandoned her principal 
objeetions to the agreement previously arrived 
at, the pienipotentiaries had only to make un- 
essential modifications in the working of the 
draft of the treaty. The draft guarantees an 
autonomous administration of the islands under 
the or control of Germany and America, 
England acting as arbitrator in the event of 
differences arising. The Samoans are to elect 
their own King and Viceroy and are to be repre- 
sented in a Senate composed of the principal 
chiefs and chambers elected by the people. 
Samoa 1s to have the right of levying duties of 
every kind. The creaty also stipulates that the 
Germans shall receive a money indemnity for 
their losses. A special cou?t will be appointed 
to deal with the land question. 

The Americans made their adhesion condi- 
tional upon the ratification of the treaty by the 
United States Senate. The status quo will, 
therefore, obtain in Samoa until December. 
Mr. Phelps will carry the treaty to Washington. 

Messrs. Kasson, Bates, and Phelps cordially 
thanked Count Herbert Bismarck to-day for 
the courteous manner in which they had been 
treated, ana they warmly praised the skill 
and tact with which ne had presided over 
the deliberations of the conference. Sir Ed- 
ward Malet thanked Count Herbert on behalf 
of the English delegates. Count Herbert iu 
reply said he hoped they had reacaed a final 
solution of the diflicult question.

Company, according to- the statement of one of the 
Directors, to at once go ahead with the four-track- 
ing of the New-York Branch and the double-track- 
ing of the Shore Line from Wew-Haven to New- 
London. According to the plan 2,000 men will soon 
be at work reconstructing the New-York Division 
east of Port Chester and about 500 men will be put 
on to the Shore Line. Itis believed that contracts 
can be placed so that work can be pushed on both 
divisions this Summer. 

When the four-tracking was begun on the New- 
York Branch the roadbed was practically rebuilt 
between New-Rochelle on the west and Port Chos- 
ter on the east, a distance of nine miles. The road- 
bed has been straightened, ballasted. 
tracked, and some of the heaviest grades, as well as 
grade crossings, have been eliminated 

President Roberts of the Pennsylvania Read 
Tecently inspected this nine miles of trace, and 
said it was as fine a piece of railroad as there was 
in the country. The plan contemplates four tracks 
between New-Rochelle and New-Haven only; four 
tracks are not necessary west of New-Rochelle, for 


at that point the freight traflic is diverted over the 
Harlem River Branch, and two tracks are sufficient 
for the passenger tratiic into New-York City. From 
Port Chester to New-Haven over the present road 
is forty-seven and a half miles. When the worst 
curves are eliminated the distance will be a little 
shorter. it is proposed to straighten the curves 
reduce the grades, remove all grade crossings, an 
four-track and ballast this section. Then the com- 
pany will have fifty-six anda half miles of four- 
track road. 

That the work of four-tracking was not resumed 
this Spring was due to several causes, In the first 
place the managers of the road awaited the action 
ot the Connecticut Legislature upon their applica- 
tion for power to increase their capital stock. This 
power has just been granted them, at least the bill 
empowering them to increase from twelve and a 
half millions to thirty-five millious has just been 

assed by bath House and Senate, ana that the 

overnor Willi sign it no one doubts. There will be 
no lack of money for the undertaking therefore, But 
the greatest bar to four-tracking the road was 
found to bein securing the necessary land for the 
new tracks alongside of the old ones in the 
southern part of Bridgeport. In that city, along 
the water front most of the land is owned by 
the Housatonic Koad and is not precnrable either 
by purchase or condemnation, Another obstacle 
has been the high prices asked for land. Real estate 
owners, believing that the road must buy, have in- 
creased their pricés until the company has deemed 
it impracticable te goon with the work, ‘These two 
impediments, the impossibility of securing land in 
the souch part of Bridgeportand tho high prices 
asked in other places, has led to a radical change in 
the pians of the company. 

It is proposed to build a loop track from a point 
near Noroton to the Housatonic River, a distance 
of about’ twenty-four miles, that is to parallel the 
present road by another double-track road betweon 
these two points. This means virtually changing 
the route of the road trom Stamford to the Housa- 
tonic River, the existing tracks being used for 
freighting purposes mainly. In making the new 
road the route will be much straighter than on the 
old line and there will be a considerable saving in 
distance; in fact the new road for several sections 
will be almost an air line. Leaviog the old road in 
the town of Darien the new line will run nearly 
straight to Norwalk; not the city of South Norwalk, 
through which the road now passes, but the old 
town of Norwalk proper, two wiles or so north. 
The change would lead to a wonderful transfor- 
ination tor the upper town aud make it arivalin 
population ani manufacturing interests of South 
Norwalk. From Norwalk the new road wil) run 
through the agricultural districts inthe towns of 
Westport and Fairfield in nearly an airline. Sau- 
gatuck and Mill Rivers will be crossed by iron 
bridges. Westport, now fractionally side-tracked, 
will be on the new line. The plan is to run the 
road through the northern part of Bridgepert. 
From the preliminary surveys it appears that such 
a route is practicable, and there are but few 
engineering difficulties. The 
ried out, will boom Northern Bridgeport just 
as it will develop Upper Norwalk. ‘The road 
would cross the river at Bridgeport, where it 
would be unnecessary te put ina drawbridge, and 
this hindrance to fast trains would be avoided. The 
old road in passing through Bridgeport loops to the 
south and all of this diverting from a straight line 
will be saved. Fiom Northern Bridgeport to the 
Housatonic River the route is through the town of 
Stratford and over a territery presenting but few 
barriers to railroad building. When the old road 
was built economy was a great object. Railroad 
building was in its infancy and the days of post 
expresses and an immense traffic in freight and 
passengers was not dreamed of. To dodge big cuts 
in the hills the engineers ran the line through little 
valleys as much as possible, so that the New-York 
road is many miles longer than an air line. In the 
nine miles of new road from Port Chester west, 9 
distance of nearly three miles has been saved. In 
building the new line proposed there will be a sav- 
ing of many more miles, and this fact has had great 
influence on the minds of the road’s managers. 

The old line of the New-Yerk Central between 
Syracuse and Rochester is 104 miles. Some years 
ago the company built a straight line 23 miles 
shorter. four tracks being laid. Over the new Jine 
the express trains are run, while freight and 
local trains run over the old ronte, A sim- 
ilar plan is that of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford. In the case of the New-York Central 
the result has been that the towns on the old route 
have remained at a standstill ever since, while 
along the new route the district has been built up 
and grown rapidly. If the new consolidated road is 
bullt it will doubtless have a similar effect upon tho 
Connecticut towns through which the two lines 
will run. On the old route it is intended to ran all 
freight and accommodatien trains, confining the 
express to the new road, which will be double 
tracked and bal! sted. In timeitis expected that 
four tracks will be demanded,

LEHIGH ON THE WARPATH. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—A morning paper prints the 
following: “The Lehigh Valley has taken 1,000,- 
000 bushels of corn for shipment to New-York at 
644 cents a bushel by lakeand rail. Thisis said to 
be the largest lump amount ever taken by a lake 
and railline, The rate given is @ ciear drop of 142 
cents a bushel over the tariff rates of the lake and 
rail lines, and 1s within three-eighths of a cent of 
the lake and canalrate. A good deal of the grain is 
in transit on wild boats.” 

The cutinthe rate from Buffalo is the startling 
feature of the transaction and shows that the Le- 
high Valley is on the warpath. Coming just at 
this juncture, when ecanalboats are waiting at Bnf- 
talo by hundreds for leads, it will havea disas- 
trous effect on the Canal Forwarders’ Association, 
which thus far this season has held canal freights 
firm from the outset, notwithstanding the light de- 
mand for boats. A’collapse of the canalboat pool 
is likely to follow. 

Yesterday the other lake and rail lines made ne 
effort to meet the Lehigh Valley’s cut, and in con- 
sequece, got no corn whatever tor New-York. It 
is probable to-day will see a change in this condi- 
tion of affairs.

POUGHKERPSIR, N. Y., June 14.—At 6:30 this 
evening the last spike was driven in the last rail of 
the Poughkeepsie end Connecticut Railroad, which 
connects Silvernails Bridge, on the Hartford and 
Counecticnt Western Hailroad,on the east, with 
Campbell Hall, on the west.

YALH UNIVERSITY'S CREW. 


ITS PROSPECTS IN THE RACE 


HARVARD. 

NEW-FIAVEN, June 14.—Yesterday the Yale 
University crew took its last practice pull on 
New-Haven waters. To-morrow the oarsmen 
will go to New-London and wili be in their shell 
on the Thames River in theevening. The shells 
and launch went to New-London to-day. The 
crew is in fair condition, physically, at present, 
but is inferior to the orew of last year in one 
respect. 

Capt. Robert J. Cook, who has had charge of 
the men since Wednesday, said to-day: “ Last 
year’s crew was as perfect as it was possible 
to get a crew. Its members had worked to- 
gether during the preceding Fall and Winter 
and were in fine form. This crew was formed 
this Spring and is crude as compared with last 
year’s crew. Comparisons, however, are odious, 
and I decline to criticise the individuals who 
compose the crew. I cannot tell which crew 
will wip the race, but, with the men in the Yale 
boat in good health, [can say this—that they 
willrow a goodrace. Harvardjwill have to have 
a phenomenal crew to defeat us. Har- 
vard is rowing the waterman’s stroke. It 
is the same asthe Falkner stroke and the one 
usually indorsed by professional oarsmen. 
Falkner, as amatter of fact, is bohind all of 
Harvard’s rowing. This stroke was beaten in 
1886 and 1887, and last vear they began on our 
stroke, but had no coach who thoroughly un- 
derstocd its principles. Last year’s Harvard 
crew had no faith in the stroke, and Mr, Pea- 
body, the coach, lacked experience, while Wat- 
s0n was not proficient; but could he have 
coached on the old principles in vogue ten or 
fifteen years ago,he might have made a winning 
crew. , ress 

‘* This year Harvard has gone back to the 
stroke of ’86 and ’87. It is a remarkably fast 
stroke for two miles, and if Harvard can get 
lead enough early in the race, she may get far 
enough ahead to 6ase up on the third mile and 
winon .& spurt near the end, Another thing 
that Harvard banks on is her ability to row in 
rougii water. Thisis professionalism and has 
no place incollege races, for in rough water 
roWin3s simply becomes an exhibition of of

strength. That is not the intention of 
college race. It has been pretty we 
demonstrated that there is no need of 
rowing a racein rough water at New-London, for 
if the water is bad in the morning 1t 18 sure to 
good in the evening. The Yale stroke is the 
modified Euglish stroke of the Oxford crews. 
It is the same stroke that the crew swallowed 
whole last year and which began to be appre- 
ciated when the ’84 crew won. That year we 
rowed with board biades ana shortoars. This 
was found detrimental and, except in the race 
of 1885, long oars have been used and slight 
modifications in the rigging of the boat ave 
been made each successive year. 

* While we are rowing the same stroke this 
year as last, Still wo have got to row better than 
we did last year, and considerable work has 
got to be done during the next few days at 
New-London. The boys are now somadwbat 
worried over their examinations, but as sopn as 
these are over and they get well settled at New- 
London they will begin toimproye. Oue thing 
which pleases me very much this yearfs the 
fact that the utmost harmony prevails among 
the members of the crew. Every man is taking 
his coaching kindly and all are worsing 
with commendable vim. The momentary 4 
stopping of the shell after each stroke 
is being remedied and will, I think, by tle time 
of the raee be entirely eliminated. As yet the 
crew has not rowed against time, and opinion 
as to its speed is mere conjecture. The water 
has been very bad, rough, too rough to row in, 
and, as I said before, ours is not a rough-water 
stroke. Thatis aboutall I can say about the 
crew now. Thisis my last year of coaching. 
I find it exceedingly inconvenient to leave my 
business. Positively this is the last year that I 
shall coach the Yale crew.” 

Robert Cornell of Harvard has been selected 
as referee of the race this year. He was the ret- 
eree in 1885 when Yale was beaten. He started 
the crews in very rough water, but it is gen- 
egally conceded that Yale could never have 
won the race with her stroke that yearn The 
next year Mr. Rives of Columbia was referee, 
and On account of rough water in the morning 
delayed the race until evening, when it was 
rowed up the river and won by Yale,

THE NAVAL MILITIA BILL 18 
A LAW. 

IT WILL INCREASE THE NATIONAL 
GUARD BY THREE BATTALIONS OF 
NAVAL RESERVE TORPEDO CORPS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 14.—Gov. Hill has at- 
tached his signature to the State Naval Militia 
bill, ‘The approval is accompanied py the fol- 
lowing memorandum: 


Memorandum filed with Senate bill Ne. 95, en- 
titled **An act to establish a State naval mualitia.’’ 
Approved. 

There hag been much misapprehension in regard 
to this bill, arising, it is believed, rather from its 
title than frem any of its provisions. Briefly stated, 
the bill first provides for a separate enrollment of 
seafaring-men whenever an enroliment of persons 
liable to military duty is made. 

Itfurther proposes to organize a naval militia 
after the manner of the National Guard, by volun- 
tary enlistment, trom persons liable to be eurolied, 
“and from othera” after vhe manner of the National 
Guard, which is maintained without reference to 
aor actual enrollment. It proposes to increase the 
active military force of the State, now limited b 
law to ‘not less than 10,000 and net over 15,000 
enlisted men,” by the addition of three battalions 
of naval reserve torpedo corps, each battalion to be 
composed of four companies, making an increase in 
the uniformed militia of perhaps 1,000 officers and 
men, to befcommanded by officers with naval titles. 

The wisdom of the bill is certainly open to ques- 
tion. If the force to be raised were purely naval in 
its character rather than essentially a land force, 
it is at least doubtful whether the State should as- 
sume under any circumstances to provide naval de- 
fenses for our rivers and harbors, This is the duty 
of the General Government. 

The advisability of ae and practicing 
troops in the use of sea-coast artillery is conceded. 
But this may be better accomplished by sending 
some of our regiments or companies to the forts, or 
by organizing some of them as regiments or bat- 
teries of heavy artiilery, or, better still, if the time 
has come when an increased force is deemed a neces- 
atk: by organizing new batteries ander the Military 

‘ore, 


The National Guard should be maintained in its 
integrity, and has shown itself worthy of the liberal 
appreciation extended to it by the Legislature, but 
any extension of the limitation of the statute as to 
numbers, whether it be of the National Guard 
proper or by the addition of asimilar force under 
another name, which might sooner ur later involve 
increased expenditures, is@ matter which should 
not be hastily adopted or approved. If the acheme 
proposed by this bill contemplates any material ex- 
penditure on the part of this State now or in the 
future I am opposed to it. 

I have been strongly urged by many persons 
prominent in public and business life, ofticers of the 
General Government, leading merchants, well- 
known professional men, and others representing 
various interests and occupations, to give vitality 
to this bill, and the press has generally committed 
itself to its advocacy. Under these circumstances, 
and remembering that the organization and control 
of the force proposed, as well as the possibility of 
its becoming a charge upon the State Treadury de- 
pend largely upon the action of the Executive, I 
am oaPeees to give the views expressed in favor of 
the bill such liberal consideration as the position of 
those who presented them may well demand and to 
test the merits of the measure by allowing it to be- 
come a law. I have, therefore, affixed my signature 
to the bill.

WORK QUiOKLY DONE. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT THE PROGRESS ON 
THE BIG CRUISER BALTIMORB. 

The Cramps of Philadelphia have an- 
nouneed to the Navy Department that the new 
cruiser Baltimore will be ready for trial in a 
few days. This announeementis to afford the 
department ample time to prepare the detail of 
officers to observe the test. The Cramps have 
long said that they would be ready forthespeed 
test by July, and it now appears that they have 
not been at all over-sanguine, 

The contract for building the Baltimore was 
executed Dec. 17,1887, almost a year later than 
the date of the Charleston contract. The facili- 


ties and experience of the Cramp firm accounts 
for the Baltimore being ready for trial almost 
8S 800n a8 was the Charleston, notwithstanding 
that tne former vessel is not only larger, but her 
machinery is required to obtain 2,000 horse 
power in excess of that of the Charleston. 
The Baltimore’s keel was laid in 1887, and the 
vessel was launched during the fall of last year. 
She has already had her steam dosk trials, and 
now that the Cramps say they are ready for the 
test, 1b may be taken for granted that they ex- 
pect to obtain the required 9,000 indicated 
horse power. 

In ordinary weather, with the engines devel- 
oping 9,000 horse power, it is contidently ex- 
pected that the big cruiser will make at least 
nineteen knots an hour. This will be a speed 
about equal to that expected of the Charleston. 
The knowing ones say, however, that the Baiti- 
more is going to prove a surprise. 

The ship is a twin-screw steel cruiser, with a 
heavy steel protective deck. The principal di- 
mensions are as foliows: Length over all, 335 
feet; length between perpendiculars, 315 feet; 
beam molded amidships, 4S feet 6 iuches; mean 
draught of water, 19 feet 6 inches; displace- 
ment, 4,400 tons; indicated horse power, natu- 
ral draught, 7,500; indicated horse power, forced 
draught, 9,000; maximum speed per bour, in 
knots, 19; complement of men, 300, The motive 
power is furnished by two triple-expansion 
engines, placed in separate water-tight vom- 
partments, The cylinders are 42, 60, and 94 
inches in diameter, with 42-inch stroke. The 
Main battery consists of four eight-inch and 
six six-inch rifles. The eight-inch rifles will be 
mounted, one on each bow and one on each 
quarter. The six-inch rifies will be mounted 
amidships in sponsons, three on a side. The 
secondary battery will be made up of six six- 

ounder, rapid-fire guns, six Hotchkiss revoly- 
ng cannons, and four Gatiings. There are five 
above-water torpedo tubes, two fixed tubes for- 
ward, firing directly ahead, one fixed, one aft, 
and a training tube on cach bow. 

If the Baltimore’s trial trip proves successful 


it may be expected that the cruiser will be ac- 


cepted and on tbe active list before the Summer 
1s over. 





NAVY YARD TALK. 


The Kearsarge is to leave the navy yard 
on Sunday and proceed direct to Hayti. Every 
precaution will be taken to prevent yellow 
fever getting aboard, and only when it becomes 
an imperative neeessity willany of the crew go 
ashore. Itis not thought that the Kearsarge 


will experience any trouble at the island, 
though no one knows what the turn of affairs 
will be when rioting fairly begins. The order- 
ing of the Kearsarge south is merely to aug- 
ment the force already on the station, the force 
consisting of the corvette Ossipee. 

The recent order of the Secretary of the Navy 
to paint all iron and steel veseels white has 
been received with the greatest favor by the 
service. Aside from the beauty lent by this 
color, the comfort is immeasurable. The new 
rule will give the American service a dis- 
tinctive color, which it has never pos- 
sessed before. Vessels of the British Navy 
appear to have no one color for the hulls, 
though black predominates, but the funnels are 
always of a yellowish color. There are several 
of the big iron-clads of England painted white, 
and it is understood that they were about the 
first war vessels afloat to give up the black. 
When comfort and health are considered black 
is one of the worst possible colors that can be 
chosen. 


It is rumored atthe navy yard that Commo- 
dore Ramsay, the present commandant, is to 
succeed Commodore Sicard as Chief of 
Ordnance, as the latter is to take command of a 
squadron in foreign waters. 

aaa EH EF OS 
WRECKED BY A POWDER EXPLOSION. 

BROCKVILLE, Ontario, June 14.—At 7 o’clock 
this morning the works of the Canada Powder 
Company, two miles east of this place, were 
blown up with terrific force. Fortunately the 
men had not gone to work, and consequently no 


one was killed. Several horses and sheep in an 
adjoining ficld were blown te atoms, and a 
number of plate-glass windows in the town 
were smashed. The works were owned by the 
Brockville Chemical Company. 

These works, Which formerly were known as 
the Canada Powder Company premises, consist- 
eda of one heavy stone building and three frame 
structures. Not a vestige of any of these build- 
ings is lefton the old site. Heavy masaes of 
building stone and large timbers were carried a 
long distance. The Grand Trunk Kallway Com- 
pany had tosend agang of men to clear the 
stones off its track a mile away from where the 
works steod. In Brockville plate-glass windows 
in stores and the windows in many residences 
were broken. Windews were also broken in 
Morristown. The report was heard twenty 
miles away. 

The loss on material and plant is about 
$4,000. The buildings were valued at $1,200.

DAIRYMEN FORMING A UNION, 


NEW-YORKERS MUST PAY BETTER-PRICES 
FOR THEIR MILE. 

MIDDLETOWN. N. Y., June 14.—The work of 
organizing town or local branehes of the Dairy- 
mens’ Protective Union is proeeeding at quite a 
rapid pace. Within a few days three of these 
local branches have been formed, at Holmes 
ville, Marathon, and Hobart, respectively. The 
total number of these town associations is now 
about forty, most of them being situated in the 
milk-producing districts of Central and Southern 
New-York. 

The movement implies an effort to unite all 
the dairymen engaged in suyplying milk to the 
New-York tity market, in an association foi 
securing better prices tor their product. Thé¢ 


‘dairymen claim that as things are now, prices 


are arbitarily made by the New-York dealert 
through the agency of the New-York Milk Ex: 
change, without consultation with the pro- 
ducers, and that the prices ate invarably s« 
low as to be unprofitable and oppressive. 

As the Dairymen’s Union gains in force of 
numbers its plans are more fully matured and 
developed: At tne late meeting of the milk 

Toducers of the town of Maratikon, when a 
ocal organization was formed, it was an- 
nounced authoritatively that the intention ot 
the Dairymen’s Union is, when fully organized, 
to fix prices for the Summer and the Winter 
Seasons by a majority vote of the members of 
the union, every member being pledged to shir 
ho milk to market at any figure short of that 
decided upon. The average price now realized 
by the producers is about 2 cents a quart ir 
Summer and 3 cents in Winter, and the union 
managers suggest an advance to 3-and 5 centr 
a quart for the respective seasons. 

It was stated that the members of the Milk 
Producers’ Union, which supplies the Bostor 
market, are getting an average of nearly 4 
cents per quart for their milk the year round, 
and it was insisted that the New-York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut dairymen, who sup- 
piy the New-York City market, are entitled 
to at least an equal price, and canseeure jt by 
united and determined action. 





CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 


CHICAGO, June 14.—Provisions surprised hata. 
to-day by their weakness. Cudahy, takin; .ail- 
vantage of the uneasiness caused by-anether break 
in Hogs, due to excessive receipts, easily worked a 
slow depression. Daring the early part of the 
session he hammered the market with excessive 
offerings, and before his influence was withdrawn 
Pork sold off from the opening quotations 17 2c. 
Lard, 249¢.@5c., and Short Ribs 5c.@7%»20, On the 
receding turn the general deal fell through under 
the control of Cudahy, buat, having accomplished 
his purpose, he appeared disinclined to depress 
prices further. Later there was some recovery,

MAYOR GRANT’S REPOKT TO 
THE OOMMITIEL, 
SUBSORIPTIONS FOR SUFFERERS BY THE 
FLOODS TO GO HEREAFTER TO 
TREASURER SIMMONS. 

The Executive Committee of the Cone- 
maugh Vailey Relief Fund Committee decided 
yesterday that, the bulk of contributions hav- 
ing come in, money would hereafter be received 
by Treasurer J. Edward Simmons at the Fourth 
National Bank. This decision was arrived at 
as the result of the foliowing statement, made 
by Mayor Grant: 

“T have the pleasure to state that there have 
been contribuied through my ollice to the Cone- 
mangh Valley relief tuna $339,304 64. ‘hese 
moneys were turned over to the Treasurer, J. Ka. 
ward Simmons, 6g, and were receipted for by him 
as follows:

“ A receipt has been sent to each contributor, and 
asfar as possible cach individual contribution, 
whether large or small, has been acknowledged in 
daily detailin the uewspapers. I suggest that all 
further cuntributions be made directly to the i reas- 
urer, J. Edward Simmons, Esq., .at the Fourth 
National Bank. It seems that almost all the citi- 
zens who desived have contribated, and the decrease 
in the daily receipts permits this concentration. 

“There has been no expense whatever to the 
relief fund in connection with the work in my of- 
tice. he services of every one engaged in coheyt- 
ing, acknowledging, and transmitting thease moneys 
have been given gladly and freely.” 

The Mayor moved that a vote of thanks be 
given Willlam MeM. Speer, Thomas ©. T. Crain, 
Andrew 8S. Hamersley, Jr., David Ryan, Tilly 
Fell, and Alfrea J. Johnson for the eflicient and 
gratuitous services they had given to the com- 
mittee as secretaries and cierks, His motion 
was adopted unanimously. Treasurer Simmons 
reported that he nad $328,597 18 on hand, ox- 
clusive of the money received by the Mayor 
yesterday and of the money from other sources 
than the Mayor’s office. The functions of the 
larger committee drawing to an end, whiie 
those of the Finance Committee would con- 
tinue until ali the money had been 
disposed of, the membership of the latter com- 
mittee Was increased from seven to ten by the 
aidition to it, on the motion of Mayor Grant, of 
Messrs. Walter Stanton, Cornelius N. Bliss, and 
Johbu D. Crimmins. On motion of Chairman 
Stanton of the Committee on Transportatiun, 
Mayor Grant was requested to announce to the 
public, in accordance with the telegram reé¢ 
coived from Gov. Beaver on Thursday, that no 
more food and clothing were needed from here, 
and Manager Henry C. Miner was thanked for 
giving the use of hig theatre as a Diace for the 
receipt of such supplies in the past, 

.Mr GQ C, Shayne then started a discussion 
that finally became quite lively. It was his 
opinion that red tape had been adhered to too 
closely and that while thé money contributed 
for the relief of suiferors was here persons in- 
tended to be aided by it were in misery. He 
proposes that the authorities of Williamsport, 

-enn., Should be sent $25,000 for immediate 
distribution, those of Lock Haven $10,000, and 
responsible persons in Johnstown $50,000. In 
Mr. Shayne’s opinion Gov. Beaver was not the 
proper person to distribute the relief. There 
Was apparently too much red tape about his 
methods. 

Gen. Sherman informed Mr. Shayne that red 
tape was a good thing. Without it the money 
of the people er New-York might be dissipated 
without effecting much good. Messrs, sim- 
mons and Jesup insisted that Gov. Beaver was 
the best judge of what should be done with the 
money, and that anyhow the Finance Commit- 
tes was empowered to choose itsown course re- 
specting the distribution of the money. Gen. 
Sherman rulod that the Finance Committee had 
full power, so Mr. Shayne withdrew his reso- 
lution. 

At this stage of the nceting Mayor Grant re- 
ceived a teleyram from Gov. Beaver anneune- 
ing that he had appointed Commissioners to 
consider the distribution of the money, and 
asking that New-York should send representa- 
tives to go with those Commissioners to the 
flooded districts, startify from Philadelphia 
next Monday night. Gor. Beaver continued: 

“T heave isaned an address to the public asking for 
contributions of hardware, lumber, &c. It is impor- 
tant that the channels of trade be opened. Mer. 
chauts can get credit, but have no places to put 
yoods. Do you think it wise that your funas should 

e appropriated for the purpose of building such 
rerag hs Nothing will, in my judgment, so quickly 

elp the people to help themseives.” 

Mr. John D. Crimmins said he had been in- 
formed that a& great need was to provide the 
people of Conemaugh Valley with dwelling 

laces other than those which were invaded by 
Lhe flood, and which contain muck and other 
decomposing vegetable and animal substances 
that cannot be gotrid of without a thorvugh 
cleansing, such as cannot be given them while 
they are occupied for dwelling purposes. 
Diphtheria and typhoid fever, he said, were to 


' be feared—in fact, they had already appeared— 


as the result of living in such houses. He pro- 
posed that Gov. Beaver be authorized to ex- 
nod $10,000 in providing tents or portable 
ouses tor the people. He was ruled 
out of order, and the Finance Committee was 
left to its own devices. After the Executive 
Committee bad adjourned until Monday next 
the Finance Committee mst and decided to 
give Gov. Beaver authority to use the money 
1t sends him in the ways he thinks best for the 
relief of sufferers, lt also appointed Mesers, 
Charles 8.

NEW-YORK. 

The American Railway Master Mechan- 
ics’ Association will meet in annual convention 
at the International Hotel, Niagara Falls, on 
Tuesday next. This association is composed of 
the officers in charge of the motive power de- 
partments of the various railroads on this con- 
tinent, and the purpose of the organization is 
to effect improvements on the design of raiiroad 
machinery, and to devise means of operating it 
with the least possible cost. The united labors 
of the members in past years have been the 
means of establishing standard shapes and 
sizes in the parts of railroad machinery that 
have materially reduced the costof mainte- 
nance, thereby helping to bring down to its 
present low figure the cost of transporting 
freight and paaseneers,. Many important sub- 
jects will come up for consideration at the moet 
ing next week. 


The suit of Mrs. Mary Matthews against 
Druggist Charles Gebhardi of 1,064 First-avo- 
nue was put on trial yesterday before Judge 
Rarrets and a jury in the Saprewe Court.

The ridiculous reticence maintained at 
the State Department in Washington 
leavesin some uncertainty the real charac- 
ter of the document signed at Berlin yester- 
lay by the Commissioners to the cenfer- 
ence on the aftairs of Samoa. Whether it 
is a treaty requiring confirmation by the 
Senate or an agreement needing only the 
official sanction of the Government is left 
to surmise. The Berlin dispatch calls it an 
agreement, and says that it will not be 
made public until ‘“‘signed by the American 
Government,” while it is Mr. WALKER 
BLAINE’S opinion that it must await 
ratification by the Senate. Of course 
neither the Secretary of State nor 
his underlings will convey to the public 
any information as to the terms of the 
agreement. They do not regard it as any 
of the public’s business. From Germany it 
is stated that it provides for the autonomy 
of Samoa under the joint control of Ger- 
many and the United States, with Great 
Britain as arbitrator in case of differences. 
The natives are to choose their King and 
Vice King, and have a legislative body com- 
posed of a Senate of chiefs and a chamber } 
of popular representatives, while a special 
court will be established to deal with the 
land question. How authentic this infor- 
mation is we cannot say, but the alleged 
protectorate seems like a rather queer ar- 
rangement for giving Great Britain the de- 
cisive voice whenever there is really any- 
thing to decide. 








The nomination of Senater CHANDLER 
for re-election by a caucus of the Republic- 
an members of the New-Hampshire Legis- 
lature must be taken as an index of the 
present condition of the party in that State. 
Mr. CHANDLER pledges something whick 
he calls his ‘‘sacred honor’ that he did 
“nothing undignified, unworthy, or dis- 
honest in the conduct of the canvass,” and 
that he spent no money and promised no 
money for votes. It isa queer thing that a

The bill for the relief of the Panama 
Canal Company that was introduced in 
the Chamber of Deputies on Thursday 
empowers the receiver of the company to 
issue, on the best conditions possible, the 
800,000 bonds (par value $100 each) that 
are the unseld partof the company’s last 
lottery loan, As bonds of all the com- 
pany’s issues are now a drug in the market 
at from $7 to $10 apiece, it is not probable 
that the “ best conditions pessible” for the 
disposal of the bonds that the company 
could not sell before it became bank- 
rupt will be so faverable that a con- 
siderable sum of ready money can be 
procured. Ifthe receivers can induce the 
people to pay $5 apiece for the new bonds, 
the sum obtained with the payment of the 
final installment weuld be only $4,000,000. 
It may be noted that the payments on the 
bonds of this loan that were sold are in 
litigation. When the company became 
bankrupt three installments of $9 each had 
not fallen due, and many of the holders of 
the bonds refused to pay these installments 
to the receiver. There were, however, other 
subscribers who had paid in full at 
and these joined the 
receiver in demanding that the 
delinquents should pay. At last accounts 
the question was pending in the civil 
courts. The Government’s bill also au- 
thorizes the receiver te collect by subscrip- 
tion $6,800,000 to be used in maintaining 
the works on the isthmus until there shall 
have been made an inquiry as to the cost 
of finishing the;canal, Recent reperts from 
France do not indicate that the people are 
waiting impatiently for an oppertunity to 
supply this sum of money. 


The money needed for the work to be 
done in clearing away the wreck of the 
Conemaugh disaster has been’ borrowed 
from Pennsylvania banks. This is much 
simpler and more effective than the cumber- 
some scheme of a bend of indemnity to the 
State Treasurer to be signed by 200 respon- 
sible persons. It comes to the same thing, 
since in each case the expectation is that 
the Legislature will ratify the action 
of the State Treasurer in advancing 
the money. Of course this expectation 
will be fulfilled. Meanwhile, the werk of 
relief has been systematized so that itis 
not likely that any positive distress will 
hereafter be undergone by the victims of 
the calamity. Considering the awful ex- 
tent and the entire unexpectedness of the 
disaster, and considering, also, that the 
impulse to relieve the sufferers had to 
create its own organization, the work of 
relief is almost as memorable as the disas- 
ter itself. 


The Belgrade story of the revival of the 
plot to seize the throne of Servia for Prince 
PETER KARAGEORGEVITCH may come from 
the previous news that the Montenegrin 
army will be reorganized and put in readi- 
And that 
announcement also had thrown a possible 
light om the Czar’s famous toast to Prince 
Nikita. Very possibly a proposal to take 
this military step with a view to a Russian 
use of the army was the occasion of the 
outburst of affection. There is something 
rather comical about this close alliance of 
the bulkiest and the smallest power in Eu- 
rope, But of its sincerity there can be no 
doubt. It is feunded in Russian aid ex- 
tended centuries ago and continued to this 
day. It is strengthened by race, family, 
and religious ties. It is made-continuous 
by the need of Russia to have one trust- 
werthy foothold in the Balkan peninsula 
and by little Montenegro’s desire for an en- 
largement of its frontiers beyond those per- 
mitted by the Berlin congress, which 
seemed to her so utterly disproportienate 
to her services and sufferings in the com- 
mon cause against Turkey. So far as reor- 
ganization is concerned, Montenegro is in 
need enough of it, since, although all her 
male population are trained to arms and 
ever ready to march, she really has no reg- 
ular army beyond the body guard of the 
Prince, amounting to perhaps 150 men. 


AILL AND THE DEMOCRACY. 


One effect of the premature plotting of 
Gov. H1Lt and his emissaries fer the con- 
trol of the next National Convention of the 
Democratic Party has been to bring out a 
decided expression of opinion in the States 
of the West and South in which the 
Democracy has most strengthin favor of 
exeluding the scheming politician of El- 
mira from all consideration as a Presi- 
dential possibility. The leader in this 
expression of opinion has been the St. 
Louis Republic, which, as the foremost 
Democratic newspaper of Missouri, may be 
regarded as equally representative of the 
sentiment of the party for the West and 
for the South. Its distrust of Hit. and 
his methods and its conviction that to 
accept him as the party leader would be 
to insure defeat in 1892 have been freely 
and frequently expressed since the last 
election. The Republic has now fortitied its 
own opinion by ascertaining the sentiment 
represented by other party newspapers, 
chiefly in Southern States. We give in 
another column a synopsis of the opinions 
whieh it has gathered in response to ques- 
tions addressed te the editors of these pa- 
pers as to whether they believe Gow. HILL 
would be the strongest candidate for the 
Democracy; whether it is wise to concen- 
trate the campaign upon New-York and 
the adjacent States, and whether they 
think the time has come for a Western can- 
didate. 

The replies come from the editors of se-r- 
enteen prominent Democratic papers in ten 
different States. Only one ef these, that of 
the Augusta (Ga,) Chronicle, a protectioniat 
paper and therefore searatiy Democratic, 
is favorable to Hirt and te concentrating 
the campaign again upon New-York, New- 
Jersey, Connecticut, and Indiana. The 
editor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal is non-committal on the whole 
subject of candidates for 1392, re- 
garding it as too early to make cal- 
culations., The remaining fifteen are un- 
equivecally opposed to the candidacy of 
Hitt. The various terms in which their

‘Some of the editers are content with an- 
swering the first question in the negative, 
or merely stating that they do not think 
Hix would be the strongest candidate, and 
giving reasons without directly reflecting 
upon his character. Others are more ex- 
plicit and emphatic. One believes he 
would be ‘“‘the weakest candidate the Dem- 
ocrats could name, because he represents 
the idea of expediency in politics, even at 
the expense of the traditional policies ef 
the Democratic Party.” Another thinks 
him ‘too small a man” and therefore not 
Another 
thinks he “has not the commanding con- 
fidence of his party at large”; anether 
that he would be acceptable only to 
the “practical politicians,’ who are 
“devoid of sentiment and are guided 
by availability”; another that his nem- 
ination would “flagrantly and indis- 
putably” represent ‘only an organized 
appetite fer spoils” and weuld involve “an 
ignominious defeat for the Democratic 
ticket.” Anether says that he has been “‘a 
national disappointment,” and still another 
declares that he would be “the worst candi- 
date and the weakest.” The editor of the 
Florida Times- Union gives expression to the 
general .belief that “‘he (or his friends) 
slaughtered CLEVELAND in New-York,” and 
says ‘that suspicion has cooked Mr. HILL’s 
goose.” 

All this may be regarded as a premature 
discussion, and nothing but Gov. HIL.’s 
evident designs and the fact that he is 
already trying to lay his wires would give 
it any present relevancy. For our part, 
we are inclined to think that it mag- 
nifies Gov. HILL’s importance unduly. He 
is really a small-calibre politician, who was 
enabled by an alliance with thesaloons and 
liquor sellers of this State and by treach- 
erous bargains with the enemies of his 
party to secure hisown re-electien at the 
sacrifice of the national ticket. Such tac- 
tics as he has used successfully by the con- 
stant abuse of his power as the State Ex- 
ecutive would be impotent in the wide 
field of national politics. The experience 
of the Republican Party with BLAINE in 
1884 may be regarded as a warn- 
ing, but there is really little ground 
for a comparison between BLAINE and 
Hitt. The latter has the same duplicity 
and unscrupuleus selfishness, but nothing 
like the former’s force and ascendency in his 
party. To suppose that Hitt could by his 
own plotting obiain control of the conven- 
tion of his party in 1892 is to assume that 
the party has neither vigor, moral character, 
nor a decent instinct for self-preservation. 
That he is generally estimated outside ef 
this State at about his real value is evident 
from the opinions elicited by the St. Louis 
Republic. 

Another very noticeabie thing is the evi- 
dence afforded that ex-President CLEVE- 
LAND and his record have by no means 
passed out of the minds of the Democrats 
of the country, but on the contrary seem 
destined to assert their hold whenever and 
wherever the question of a candidate for 
1892 is broached. 








THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


It may be fairly assumed that Mr. 
BLAINE’s days ef “ aggression” and “ brill- 
iancy” are over. He has new been at the 
head of the State Department fer more 
than three months, which would have 
been quite long enough for him, and was 
auite long enough for him, in his active and 
stirring days, to lay down an American 
policy with respect to ‘every one of our 
foreign interests, which his countrymen 
would view with apprehension and 
alarm. The most important matter 
that has been forced upon his atten- 
tion is the Samoan question, which 
becomes of importance, trivial as are our 
actual interests in the South Pacific, 
by reason of the national susceptibilities 
that itinvolves. In this matterit is clear 
that Mr. BLAINE’s policy has not varied in 
any essential particular from that followed 
bv his predecessor. The vindication of Mr. 
BAYARD by his successor is striking, inas- 
much as during the last days ef the Cleve- 
land Administration the fire eaters of the 
Republican Party in Congress, amused 
and excited themselves with denouncing 
the feebleness of the position which has 
been taken as the basis of the American 
contention at Berlin. 


The only revival of the enterprising poli- 
cy with respect to this hemisphere which 
made the State Department something of 
a terror, and came near making it a scan- 
dal to right-minded and peaceable Ameri- 
cans during the Garfield Adminstration, has 
occurred with respect to Hayti. The ques- 
tion apparently raised by an unusually 
circumstantial and apparently authentic 
story was whether we should permit a 
European power to obtain ia Hayti any- 
thing in the nature of exclusive privileges, 
but this question has settled itself. There 
is still the question, which is liable to arise 
with respect to any foreign power, which 
of the two claimants to the Presi- 
dency really represents the people of Hayti. 
The true answer would doubtless be that 
neither of them really represents anything 
but his personal ambitions, and the ques- 
tion with which of them we should carry on 
what dealings we are compelled to have with 
the wretched island is simply a questien 
which of them isin pessession. To answei 
this we do not need any apparatus of special 
commissions, including or excluding Mr. 
BEVERLY TUCKER. Our ordinary diplo- 
matic agents are entirely to be trusted, so 
far as appears, to repert to the State De- 
partment the facts cencerning LEGITIME 
and HipPoLYTE which will enable us to 
decide, for our purpose, between their pre- 
tensions. The notion that we shall estab- 
lish a “protectorate” over the island, or 
seek or accept any’ such _ special 
privileges as will involve any _ re- 
sponsibility to other nations; is one 
of the maddest that ever entered 
anybody’s mind. The whole revenue of 
Hayti would not begin to compensate us 
for the risk we should thus be running. It 
is impossible to excite the least enthusiasm 
among the American people for any 
scheme of foreign conquest. In a 
nation in which “business sense” is 
strongly developed and generally diffused, 
a proposition to take Hayti, with its present 





epulation, on any terms whatover, can 





excite nothing but derision. It is inthe last 
degree unlikely that Mr. BLAINE contem- 
plates any such scheme, though his man- 
agement of the very simple question arising 
out of the civil war has made the public 
uncertain what his real intentions were. 
The history of the State Department, 
under Mr. BLAIN®’s presentadministration, 
is the history of these two questions, in 
neither of which is there any reason to sup- 
pose that it has taken any but a moderate 
and precedented course, If this history be 


“compared with that of the Department 


when Mr. BLAINE was Secretary of State 
before, it will be plain that the native hue 
of his resolution has been sicklied over with 
the pale cast of thought, or with some other 
equally efficient conservative force, during 
the interval of eight years. 








THOSE ORES FROM MEXICO. 
The attempt to induce Secretary WINDOM 


‘to reverse the ruling as to the importation 


of silver-lead ores from Mexico—a ruling 
that was made in 1880 by Secretary SHER- 
MAN, and has since been sustained by ether 
Secretaries, both Republican and Demo- 
cratic—kas not escaped attention in Mex- 
ico. We publish this morning extracts 
from the Engineering and Mining Journal's 
translation of an article on this subject 
found in El Economista Mezicanéd, a journal 
edited by the Mexican Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and undoubtedly 
representing in this case the opinions ef 
President Diaz and his Cabinet. It is 
pointed out in this article that a reversal ef 
the ruling would put an end te the importa- 
tion of silver-lead ores inte this country; 
that by reason of this exclusion the im- 
portant smelting industry built up on this 
side of the border and the international 
railroads controlled by United States capi- 
tal weuld suffer great injury, and that in 
all probability the ores so excluded would 
be carried to Germany. “If other interests 
predominate and carry their point,” says 
this Mexican journal, ‘‘we must de- 
plore the fact that while in Mexico every- 
thing is being done to foster commercial 
relations with the United States by means 
of concessions and other efficacious. meas- 
ures, the very opposite ideas prevail in the 
United States. It will not be the fault of 
Mexico, consequently, if in the course of 
time her commerce is diverted to other 
countries, as it is but natural that she 
should build up and encourage mercantile 
relations with those nations which show her 
good-will and reciprocal intentions.” This 
aspect of the pending question surely de- 
serves the careful attention of all who 
desire that we shall live on good terms with 
the neighboring republic on the south and 
that our trade with that republic shall be 
increased, 

Although what may be called the private 
influence in favor of a reversal of the 
ruling is powerful, we cannot believe that 
Secretary WINDOM will take actien at 
variance with that of his predecessors and 
against the opinion expressed by a unan- 
imous vote of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee in the last Congress. It is in evi- 
dence that a smelting industry in which 
$10,000,000 has been invested and then- 
sands of men are employed was built up be- 
cause it was believed that the ruling would 
stand. This investment was not made ex- 
clusively on the border or in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. Testimony was given at the 
hearing that not one cent of an investment 
of $3,000,000 in New-Jersey would have 
been put into the business if the repeated 
decisions of the department had not con- 
vinced smelters that the ruling would not 
be changed. The exclusion of the Mexican 
eres would be a paraiyzing blow to the 
smelters in the far Southwest, but at the 
same time it would inflict great injury 
upon smelters in the heart of the country 
and upon the owners of many mines that 
yield low-grade and refractory ores. 

We have heretofore explained that these 
Mexican ores are of great value to certain 
smelting companies and to the ewners of 
many domestic silver-lead mines, because 
they are required to be used by smelters in 
combination with other ores, if these other 
ores are to be reduced profitably. The sup- 
ply of these very useful fluxing ores in this 
country is small, and is constantly decreas- 
ing. Itis controlled by a ring that owns a 
small group of mines producing carbonate 
ores in the vicinity of Leadville, and in 
one or moreoft these mines Secretary BLAINE 
has a large pecuniary interest. If the sup- 
ply from Mexico can be shut out the value 
of the ofes in these mines will be greatly 
increased, for the smelting industry will be 
dependent'upon the ring. Concerning this 
aspect of the question the Engineering and 
Mining Journal says: 

“No one familiar with the recent history of 
mining in this country dan doubt that the estab- 
lishment and growth of the great smelting 
works at St. Louis, Kansas City, El Paso, Socor- 
ro, Pueblo, Newark, and elsewhere, which are 
in a large measure dependent upon the fluxing 
ores of Mexico, have been of enormous benefit 
to the general silver mining industry of the 
United States. They have introduced into the 
market wealthy and important competitors for 
ores; and as the result of the competition it has 
become profitable to mine many ores which pre- 
vious to the establishment of these new smel- 
ters would not have been mined; and the same 
competition has also tended materially to raise 
the price of many ores whieh were previously 
mined with but slender profit. 

“Apart from this question of competition, 
every sensible miner of ore containing little or 
no lead knows that the value to him is reduced 
with increase of expense in smelting. The 
values of the carbonate ores produced near 
Leadville have been enormously enhanced be- 
cause it was found that by their aid dry ores 
could be profitably smelted, which, without the 
carbonates, it would not have paid to take out 
of the ground, 

“The carbonate ores have therefore acquired 
@ separate and special value, and have become 
ameans of smelting, exactly the same as the 
fuel, limestone, iron.ore, &c. The miner has to 
pay the expense of such fuel, &c., in the cost of 
smelting, and so also must he pay the speeial 
cost of the carbonate ores whose value lies in 
their fluxing qualities and not in their intrinsic 
worth of silver and lead. To enormously in- 
erease the cost of the, carbonate ores, as it is 
proposed to do, by shutting out the supply of 
similar ores from Mexico, is simply to levy a 
tax on a large portion of the general silver 
mining industry of the United States for the 
benefit of a very small fraction of that industry 
which is fortunate enough to possess ores of 
this description. We know it is no exaggeration 
to state that if Mexican ores are excluded, a 


considerable number of dry ore-producing 
mines will have to cease working.”

of many other producers. Itis reported that 
the application for a hearing was preceded 
by the making of an agreement between 
the owners of the Colorade carbonate 
mines and two large smelting companies, 
to the effect that if tne ruling 
should be reversed the greater part of 
the almost indispensable fluxing ore 
should be apportioned between the two 
smelting companies at fair prices, and that 
the remainder should be sold to other 
smelters at exorbitant rates. It is also re- 
ported that the agreement contemplated a 
division of the profits gained by the car- 
bonate mines by reason of the advance in 
the price of lead that would be caused by 
the change. As we have said, we cannot 
believe that Secretary WINDOM will yield 
to these schemers, but it should not be 
overlooked that their attitude is that ef 
men who expect to win. 











MILITIA MOBICIZATION. 


The official text of the report made to the 
Adjutant General of the Army by Capt. D. 
M. Taytor of the Ordnance Department 
on the concentration of State troops at the 
centennial celebration in this city more 
than substantiates the impression derived 
from the brief indication as to its character 
published several weeks ago. It is clear 
frem this report that a most gratifying 
proof was then given, not only of the serv- 
iceable condition of the citizen soldiery, 
but of the rapidity with which it can be as- 
sembled at any required point. This demon- 
stration was all the more conclusive from 
its being an incident of the parade, 
not its main purpose. The ceremonies 
of April 30 might have been carried ‘out 
perhaps with a less skillful assembling 
of the military forces, but it was precisely 
because no previous arrangement had been 
made for a test of mobilization that its 
success was se satisfactory. It is believed 
that as good results could be counted on in 
assembling troops for actual need. The 
urgency in such a case would make only a 
brief notice necessary, and this centenuial 
experience has shown that the troops 
already have the arms, clothing, equip- 
ments, and other requisites for taking the 
field, and that the leading railroads are at 
all times prepared to furnish the necessary 
transportation. 


Capt. TAYLOR notes that the weather was 
‘“‘exceedingly umpropitious” for bringiag 
the troops together, as it rained heavily in 
the vicinity of New-York during four days 
preceding April 29, with slight rains on that 
day. Nevertheless, the whole movement, 
he says, ‘‘was a complete success, and 
the facility with which the troops were 
brought into the city, quartered, fed, 
paraded, and dismissed could not fail 
to attract the attention of even a cas- 
ual, and to elicit the admiration of a 
military, observer.” In the mobilization 
of a European army corps the Government 
seizes the roads and gives the troops 
the right of way; but in the centennial 
ceremonies the reverse was usually the 
case, the troops having to-yield to the 


ordinary passenger trains, which at that- 


time were enormously inereased. Yet all 
went without accident and the. treops 
traveled in comfort. Capt. TAYLOR gives 
some remarkable examples of the rapidity 
with which troops were put on board trains 
and disembarked, and adds that “ the or- 
ders for the concentration and movements 
of the troops, especially those of New-York, 
New-Jorsey. and Ohio, are models of clear- 
ness, and their excellent construction was 
demonstrated by the facility and exacti- 
tude with which they were obeyed.” Capt. 
TAYLOR, on learning that some ef the mili- 
tia troops were regularly drilled in embark- 
ing and disembarking, recommends that 
like instructions should be introduced into 
the tactics for the use of the regular army. 
It is held to be certain that 50,000 organ- 
ized militia could be concentrated at New- 
York within less than forty-eight hours, 

The discipline of the State troops is de- 
scribed as ‘excellent,” while their 
behavior as a whole, particularly in view 
ef the holiday occasion, was admirable. 
Capt. TAYLOR found that the bivouacs of 
several New-York regiments which he in- 
spected shewed cleanliness, order, and de- 
corum. “In several instances,” he says, 
“T had knapsacks unpacked and found 
them to be neatly pavked and te contain all 
necessary articles. I inspected messing 
arrangements and observed the posting of 
sentinels, and found all details of service 
thoroughly well attended to.” There were 
some drawbacks in the parade, particularly 
in the variety of infantry arms used and also 
the variety of uniforms. But the recent in- 
crease in the number of State uniforms sub- 
stantially based en that of the regular 
army was noticeable, while the introduction 
of a good magazine rifle into the army 
would very likely be followed by its adop- 
tion in the National Guard. ‘‘ But for the 
necessity,” says Capt. TAYLOR, “of a little 
‘setting up,’ the larger part ef the troops 
which paraded in New-Yerk needed noth- 
ing but mustering into service to beceme 
an effective, well-equipped, and disciplined 
army.” 

All this is very gratifying information, 
since it shows that the large sums expended 
by the States, aided by the annual appro- 
priation of Cengress, for the maintenance 
of the militia, are not wasted. A trust- 
worthy force, now amountiug to about 
one hundred and six thousand officers and 
men, is to be found here and there through- 
out the Union, and it appears that fully 
half of it could be concentrated in two 
days and nights at the great Atlantic cities, 
such as New-York, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton. It was a wise step for the War De- 
partment to watch the military lessons of 
the centennial ceremonies, and the result 
may encourage Congress to take further 
steps to increase the numbers and efficiency 
of the militia.

With the most constant work in 
new construction we shall be well along in 
the last decade of the century before even 
the losses of the past ten years are made 
up. It is not only storms like the one 
which destroyed the Trenton and Vandalia, 
but itis the gradual wearing out of vessels 
until their repairs cost more thaa the legal 
limit that will continue to reduce our list. 
Hence additions like the Yorktoion, Charles- 
ton, Baltimore, and Petrel cannot come too 
soon even for the most urgent necessities of 
ordinary station service.

MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

A great many plays have been brought 
forward in this city not as crediiable to their 
authors as ‘Pine Meadows,” a drama written 
by Sedley Brown, an actor, and produced at a 
special matinée at the Madison-Square Theatre 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Brown has not writ- 


{ ten a great play, nor even a very good one, but 


he has proved that heis the possessor of dra- 
matic temperament, and that he is not without 
ideas. : 

It weuld do no one any especial good were we 


to go into a rehearsal ef the plot of this drama. 
The story is founded upon & Woman's heroism 
and her readiness to sacrifice herself for her 
father’s fortune and her sister’s good name. It 
is not a new theme, and Mr. Brown's treatment 
of it shows that he views life from an actor’s 
standpoint. To call a drama an acter’s play is 
to run the risk of having one’s words regarded 
as a mere eritical formula; but the truth is that 
anactor in writing a play too eften deems 
theatrical traditions more important than fideli- 
ty to nature. Mr. Brown has fallen into this 
common error, and has in places made his peo- 
ple act and speak as people never do under any 
stress of circumstances in real life. [t would be 
difficult to find a persen who weuld be such a 
plotter at villainy and at the same time so 
stupid as Frank Findley in “Pine Meadows.” 
Perhaps there are such men, but successful 
characters in fiction are those which are readily 
recognized as types of humanity, like Steerferth 
or Joshua Whitcomb. 

If, however, we accept the motives of Mr. 
Brown's personages as rational we find that his 
climaxes are well prepared and strongly de- 
veloped. Every act in the pléy closes with a 
forcible theatrical situation, which has been 
well led up to and which carries with it consid- 
erable weight. The comedy of the play, though 
a trifle strained, is plentiful and is amusing. 
Some of the humerous dialogue is bright, natu- 
ral, and piquant. As a whole, the play shows 
talent, and probably Mr. Browsg will, by judi- 
cious alterations, make a very good working 
drama of it. 

The acting was not of the most inspiriting 
kind. A more depressing specimen of the pol- 
ished villain than Charles Norris made of Frank 
Findley would be hard to find. David Mur- 
ray was not picturesque and not engaging as 
the country lover. Miss Selina Fetter played 
Margaret Meadows well, and Miss Henrietta 
Crosman was sufficiently bold and knowing as 
a@ dashing actress. Miss Ethel Barrington, 
though plainly not an experienced actreas, 
was commendable as Daisy Msadows. Harry 
Courtaine gave a good sketch of Colonel Roiling- 
stone, a gentleman engaged in trying to defeat 
the tiger—a very happy character ‘* bit.”

AMERICAN ARWISTS OLOSE. 


-_ o> ---— 

At 10 o’clock to-night the doors of the 
Fifth-Avenue Art Galleries will close on the 
eleventh exhibition of the Society of Americas 
Artists. In some respects it has surpassed all 
former exhibitions of the society, notably for 
the high average of workmanship it displays, 
yet financial bad luck has followed it into thes< 
good and accessible quarters. At noon yester- 
day only six paintings had been sold, at prices 
generally below those asked by the artist. 

People want stories in paint; very few mem- 
bers of the society will condescend to fiction 
People want big pictures from tropical lands 
which offer them views, no matter how ficti- 
thous, of places where life is more gorgeous and 
less toilsome than at home. They want dra- 
matic situations and sentiment put on witha 
trowel. Instead of these the society offers 
them clever bits of figure, smart portraits 
nude women doing nothing but being as ugly 
as possible—and paint, not sentiment, put on 
with a trowel! The society wins each year a 
succ’v s d’esiime with the art critics and connois- 
seurs; but the money makers and their geod 
wives are not moved to open their purses, 
And yet, when considered from the tecanical 


side, the amount of clever, ingen ious, thought- 
ful work in this little exhibition is sufficient to 
silence all the croakers about American art. 

There are exceptions, of course, to the stiff 
necked resolve on the part of the society never 
to tell a story orindulgein symbols. “Sleep,” 
@ symbolical female genius floating above New- 
York, was accepted from R. V. V. Sewell. Sus 
tained en large gray wings and wreathed in qa 
great black scarf that does not conceal the tig- 
ure, the genius of sleep drops poppies from her 
left hand as she looks down with a melancholy 
Smile. Her head comes agaiust the full moon, 
which has not yet reached its brightest. There 
is much poetic feeling in this picture, along 
with a good dealof excellent painter's craft, 
Walter Shirlaw’s three nymphs called “‘ The 
Water Lilies” tend in the same direction of 
poetic symbolism. The muscles of the back of 
the standing nymph are so large and well de- 
fined that this figure jars on the sexztimeat. The 
seated nymph and the third reclining at length 
are, however, very beautiful im pose and very 
gracefully painted throughout, while the calm 
reach of water at eventide, with its floating lily 
pads, makes a fitting background. 

Henry Oliver Walker has faces too much 
lacking in expression in his “Iayl,’ contaiming 
a boy anda young woman, and his “Philo- 
mena,” a pensive nymph in a black drapery of 
gauze, through which the legs show too much— 
not because they are “‘ limbs,’’ but because they 
are wanting in good drawing. Miss Dora 
Wheeler ofters in pastel a scene from the 
““Odyssey”’—the prudent Penelope, who looks 
rather young to have a full-grown son, ravel- 
ing out by the light of acresset the tapestry 
she has wrought during the day. The coloris a 
trifie monotunous, but there is a fine tragic 
swing in the movement of her arms as she 
destroys her work. Harry W. Watrous tells a 
story in ** Before the Duel,” in which a duelist, 
who looks like business, sits by a table indit- 
ing a challenge or making his will. The hat and 
pistoi on the ground aid the look of determina- 
tien in the face. Willard L. Metcalf of Beston 
oifers a Tunisian scene which has received a 
mention honorable at the Salon, doubtless for 
some excellent drawing and colour and charac- 
teristic poses. Its composition is defective, 
lacking @ centre of interest. Ernest L. Major 
sends from Paris a Salon picture of very large 
dimensions conventionally painted, but weli 
painted. Saint Genevieve, with a thin hoop ot 
floating gold for a halo, her shoulders covere’ 
by a heavy woolen cloak, ber knitttingin hand, 
and her coarse clothes true te the bygone Frener 
shepherdess, meditates, while her sheep crop 
the long grass. A biue flower of a very intense 
coler filis the foreground with a tone better cal- 
culated to attract attention in the fatiguing 
quantity of pictures at the Salon than to give 
the eye any sense of pleasure. 

John La Farge gives a curious chapter from 
fishing life in Japan. Provided with a great 
brasier of burning wood, the fishermen ef Gifu 
row out and send their trained cormorants into 
the water to bring upfish Aring about the 
neck of each bird prevents it swailewing the 
prey. Thetonesof this water color are mag- 
nificent, and the scene is wild enough to please 
the most ardent seeker after the unusual in 
foreign scenes. Wyatt Eaton’s golden-naired 
Jewess is a Magdalen who may be, for all we 
know, repenting of her sins; she is not 
looking at her illuminated book, but stares 
off inte the distance. The biue drapery 
is very well managed, and the colors are 
rich in figure and landscape. The Greek and 
Mexican sculptors of George de Forest Brush 
must not be forgot in this list of pictures which 
tell a story or deseribe a foreign scene. Mr. 
Brush’s flesh painting is very lacking in touch; 
it is biscuit, like the poorer work by Géréme, 
not living flesn. Edwin Howland Blasitiela 
has a half length “‘ Saint Michaei” in iron cors- 
let leaning on a double-handed long sword and 
gazing fixedly out of the canvas. Finally, 
George R. Barse, Jr., calls ‘*‘ Remembrance” the 
figure of a young girl kneeling at a plain square 
stone tomb, on which she lays palms. , 

The Seward Webb prize of $300 for the best 
landscape by an American artist under forty 
years of age was awarded by the jury to ‘“‘The 
First Leaves” by Dwight W. Tryon of New- 
York. It was taken in 1887 by J. Francis 
Murphy, and in 1888 by John H. Twachtman. 
A winner becomes ineligible a second time. 
Mr. Tryon’s landscape with its silver birches, 
white of trunk and delicate green of leaf, 1s 
fairly worth the prize. The coiorscheine sug- 
gests the extreme Impressionists of France, 
but only superticially, for it does not ixoore 
all but a few chosen colors which those bod 
tellows paintto the exciusion of everything 
else. Charles Melville Dewey offers much the 
same in “ ‘The Shadows of the Evening Hour.” 
There are, however, artists here who subscribe 
to the limited gamut of colorof the open-air 
school now winning more notice than eummis- 
sions in France. Such is Theodore Wendel of 
Newport, whose “* Autumn Willows” and “ No- 
vember Day” belong to the fraternity of Pisa-re 
and Degas. Henry F. Taylor shows @ leaning 
in the same direction in two French landscapes, 
souvenirs of Barbiyon and Giverney. 

The portrait of “BE. 8S. Connor, Actor,” by 
Alden Weir, is not at first attractive; but the 
earnest expression, the truthfulness of wrinkles 
and gray, standing hair, reconcile one In a short 
time. Anearly “ Portrait ef Mr. N.” has much 
excellent work, and there is a charm in “Ideal 
Head,” despite the long neck and the droop ito 
the corners of the mouth. The infant painted 
by Mrs. Rosina Emmet Sherwood is one of the 
best pieces in the exhibition. Very ciaracter- 
istic is the intent, curious gaze fixedon the end 
of the spoon in the child’s hand and the claw- 
ing movemeat of theinfantile ieft hand. ‘* Por- 
trait Sketch” shows @ very beautiful young 
lady, in painting apron, hard at work before 
her easel. “The Cove at Niantic,” by 
Robert C. Minor, shows a note in color 
new to the artist, recalling the Dold, direct 
handling of the veteran Dupré. “In an Old 
Garden,” by Will H. Low, offers two little nude 
nymphs, neatly painted, who lounge and stand 
near an artificial pool. ‘“‘ Benedetta,” by Mrs. 
Ella Condie Lamb, is an excellent profile study 
ef an Italian girl. ‘“*The Cow ‘Tender,” by 
Charles Franeis de Klyn, has the touch of an 
experienced artist, though the name is new. 
It is fine in tone and well painted throughout. 
“A Note,” by Thomas W. Dewing, is remark- 
able for adress of pink with a white sheen on 
it, oapitally painted, and for the inordinate 
length of the sitter’s neck. The flesh tints 
are fine where the artist has not allowed 
bis brush to put toe much yellow into 
the complexion. Charlies Warren LEaton’s 
“Winter Morning” is a very Dbeautifui ren- 
dering of our Jandscape in Winter. Other 
fine landscapes are those by William A. Coftin, 
Kenyon Cox, (‘A Rolling Country,”) Abbott 
H. Tnayer, William J. Whittemore, Edward E. 
Simmons, (‘‘Rainbow, French Coast View,”) 
William Sartain, (“ Twilight,”) Leonard Ocht- 
man, (“The Forest, Late Autumn,”) Robert 
Blum, (‘A Misty Day in Venice,”) R. B. Bran- 
degee, C. A. Platt, (* Hillside and Sky,”) and 
Horatio Walker, (“‘Evening.”) Considering the 
fine work in this exhibition and the ridiculous 
rices at which the pictures are going, 1t might 
6 well for those who buy at a bargain to visit 
the Fifth-Avenue Galleries to-day.

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A FATAL TENEMENT FIRE 


TWO LIVES LOST AND MANY 
NARROW HESOAPES. 
WOMEN JUMP FROM WINDOWS—BRAVE 
WORK BY FIREMEN AND NEIGH- 
BORS—RESULTS OF AN EXPLOSION. 

A fire broke out at 6:20 o’clock last night 
in a tenement house at 83 Norfolk-street, and 
hadit not been for the fact that most of the 
hundred tenants were airing themselves on the 
sidewalk the destruction of life would have 
been enormous. As it was, two persons per- 
ished in the flimes—an old woman and an in- 
fant. 

The building was a fi ‘e-story tenement house, 
builtin 1883, and owued by Henry Spetkowsky 
of 150 Henry-street. It was what is called a 
**doubie decker,” intended to accommodate at 
least feur families in each story. One side of 
the basement was occupi‘d by J. Meyer Stiner, 
@ dealer in steves, and the other by a grocer 
named Aaronson. 

Mrs, Reefkin lived in the rear of the second 
floor, and haa just lighted her kerosene stove to 
cook some supper for her family, when there 
Was an explosion in the stove. She tried to 
smother the flamer, but did not succeed, and 
then she kicked the stove to the back window 
and threw it into the small yard. Almost 
directly across this yard is a stable, and one of 
the kands who was in it at the time ran out, 
only to find that the scove had again exploded, 
und that the burning oil had run into the base- 
ment baliway, setting fire to the board floor and 
walls. 

Tne flames spread with fearful rapidity, run- 
ning up the rear of the stairway shaft and then 
gBpreading over the ftioors. Patrolman M. J. 

vward of the Eleventh Police Preesinct was 
standing near Rivington-street when ho heard 
@ noise and saw people running down the 
stoop of 83 Norfolk-street and climbing down 
the fire escape. He immediately sent out an 
alarm and the fire engines promptly responded, 
but as the fire seemed to gain headway a sec- 
ond alarm was sent out. 

At the window of the second floor stood a wo- 
man with a babe in her arms crying out wilaly 
for help. Frank Otis and John Smith, two 
young men who live inthe neighborhood, ran to 
the adjoizing house fur aladder, but the woman 
did not wait for them. She tirst threw the child 
to the crowd below, who caught it in their 
arms, and then she jumped down. der fall was 
somewhat broken by striking upon the cornice 
of the grocery below and then she fell into the 
cellar, the trap door of which was open. She was 
carried to a neighbering drug store. She was 
Mrs. Koransky, the wite of Kalman Koransky, 
employed in a silk mill in Thirteenth-street, 
near Avenue D. She did net appear te be seri- 
ously injured. 

Otis and Smith brought a ladder from the fire 
escape of the house adjoining, hooked it to the 
fire escape of the burning building, and rescued 
aman, @ woman, and a child, Assoon as the 
rescued had reached the sidewalk in safety 
they ran among the crowd and were lost to 
view. 

A tragic scene, however, was being enacted 
ou the third fioor, where lived Mrs. Goldberger 
with her husband, Max, a tailor, her infant 
child, Esther, eighteen months old, and her 
motber, Mrs. Bertha Klickmann, a@ woman 
seventy years of age. Mra. Goldberger was 
holuing the child aud was talking to her mether, 
when they heard the terrible alarm of * Fire’ 
and saw the smoke coming up through the floor. 
Mrs. Goldperger called out to her mother 
* Come, let us run,” but the old woman declared 
that she could not trust her daughter with the 
infant, and insisted on earrying it. Mrs. Gold- 
berger yielded to her mother’s whim, and, 
handing the child to her, led the way. Mrs. 
Goldberger hurried on, thinking that her moth- 
er, with the child, was closs bebind her. On 
reaching the sidewalk, however, she could not 
see her mother. She tried to go in again, but 
was quickly led away by the police. 

Meyer Seedlover lived on the second Moor, in 
the rear. He bas four children, the youngest 
two and a half years of age. He had just re- 
turned from work, whev he heard the cry of 
fire. Jumping up and running to the door he 
picked up his youngest child and ran to the 
tire escape, but he found that he could not get 
down that way. Then he made a dash for the 
stairs that were already on fire. Blinded by the 
smoke and scorched by the flames, he puebed 
on. He hardly felt the heat of the fire, and it 
was only when he reached the sidewalk that he 
felt a terrible pain in the right hand. The back 
was painfully burned, his clothing was 
seorched, and his beard was singed olt. 

J. J. Gilhger of Veterans’ Post, No. 426, of 
the Grand Army, does not live there, but he 
was working on the second floor when he no- 
ticed a sudden appearance of flame ana the 
next moment he saw two children crying. He 
caught one under each arm and ran out. 

Jacob Alexander of 73 Broome-street saw a 
woman hanging out of the south window of the 
second floor and shouting lustily. He and 
another Man got up on the cornice of the sture, 
and, bracing themselves, called out to her to let 
xo her hola. She did so, and ip dropping each 
man caught her with one arm, and then let her 
town into the street. Ga 

The tiremen ina fewseconds manved every 
fire escape andthe roof. They carried down 
several children and women and ran hose 
through to every floor. On the third floor, in 
the hallway, they saw, through the flames, the 
body of a woman, and about five feet away 
another body—that of an infant. They made a 
desperate effort to get at the body, but they were 
driven back by the flames. An additional hose 
was runin andit took several minutes before 
the flames that separated them from the bodies 
could be controlled. The bodies were placed in 
a net and carried down tothe sidewalk. Then 
they were removed to the Kidridge-Street Sta- 
tion House, where they were identified as these 
ot Mrs. Klickmwann and her little grandchild 
Hester. 

Later in the evening many narrow escapes 
were reported. Mrs. Kassel, who lived on the 
third floor, was just able to get out offthe house 
with her child in her arms. Meyer Cohen, a 
seeoud-ficor tenant, ran out of the building with 
his clothing on fire. He, too, saved a child. 
Mre. Seidioff, another inmate of the building, 
was badly burned about the head and hands as 
she ran out. 

The names of the families who lived in the 
tenemen thave been given out as follows: Baste 
ment, J. Meyer Stiner and Aaronson; stoop 
floor, J. Steineman, Lansky, and Rosenberg; 
first tloor, Geller, Reefkin, and Rupertstein; sec- 
ond floor, Seedlover, Meyer Coben, Harris Co- 
hen, and Koransky; third floor, Goldberger, 
Sporm, Morenus, and Kassel; fourth floor, Jacob 
Locks, Samuel Cohen, and Bernstock. The top 
fluor was unoecupied. 

The loss to the building was estimated af, 
$10,000 and to the furniture of the tenants at 
about $7,000. Very jittle of their property was 
insured. 

While the fire lasted John Forman, an Aus- 
trian, got into a quarrel with a colored man and 
was struck on the head with a brick. The blow 
fractured his skull.

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GOV. HILL’S IMPUDENOB. 


TRYING TO DICTATE TO THE STATE 
% ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

ALBANY, June 14,—When Tweed bought the 
Elmira Gazetie for David B. Hill the latter for a 
time acted as the editor of that newspaper. <A 
little later Mr. Bill became so busy bringing 
suits against the State for supposititious damage 
caused by overflows of the Chemung Canal that 
he put R. R. Soper in charge of the paper. 
Hill, of course, “rigged” the paper with 
editorials, but Soper ran the counting 
room. Then Hill became Geverner and thought 
it expedient to make Soper the ostensible chicf 
stockholder in the newspaper. As such, Soper 
became a member of the State Press Associa- 
tion, whose members, a faw years ago, elected 


him their Secretary. As Secretary, Soper has 
been highly useful to Hill in sending out his 
Speeches over the wires of the State press and 
in reporting Hill conventions. 

To-day Soper helped the Governor, the vic- 
tims of the process being the members of the 
Executive Committee of the State Press As - 
sociation. These members are E. Prentiss 
Bailey of the Utica Vdserver, R. R. Soper of the 
Elmira Gazeile, Carroll E. Smith of the Syracuse 
Journal, John A. Place of the Oswego imes, 
James B. Platt of the Poughkeepsie Aagie, 
H. 0. R. Tucker of the Troy;/clegram, and James 
H. Manning of the Albany Argus. These gentie- 
men received a letter from Mr. Soper a few days 
ago, requesting them to meet him in Albany to- 
day to give him their judgment on an. impor- 
tant business matter. The business was osten- 
sibly to settle what payments were due to the 
Press Association from the Albany Press for 
Sunday news. 

When the members of the committee arrived 
here it was with the idea that they would hold 
their meeting at the Delavan House, but Mr. 
Manning suggested that they should meet in 
the rooms of the Civil Service Commissioners, 
at the Capitol, of whichsMr. Manning 1s a mem- 
ber. by @ivil Service Commissioner Man- 
ning and Mr. Soper, the members of the Exec- 
utive Committee walked up the hill to the 
Capitol. Arrived there, they were surprised to 
hear the genial Mr. Sopersay that Gov. Hill 
would like to seethem a few moments. 

This was rather an edd request, but the Ex- 
ecutive Committee thought 1t respecttul to the 
Governor to call upon him since he requested 
it. Mr. Hill, although he shook their hands, 
had a rather imperious look, an@ to theirssur- 
prise motioned to them to take seats which 
had been placed near his desk. They sat 
in a semicircle about the desk and won- 
deringly waited to bear what the Goy- 
ernor had to say. To their surprise, Mr. 
Hill burst forth into a torrent of abuse of the 
State press because it had not telegraphed over 
the State his messages to the Legisiature nor 
his written comments on bills approved or dis- 
6 yee since the Legislature adjourned. Mr. 
Hill obviously thought that thousands were 
waiting at the news stands every moruing to 
get newspapers containing his views on ieg- 
islative bills. The members of the Executive 
Committee were astounded at the man’s 
vanity as displayed in the scolding 
lecture which he delivered to them. 
But the Republicans among them could 
not help grinning when the Governor com- 
plained angrily that ag ogy kvening Journal 
had telegraphed over the State Press wire an 
account of the fight between the Hill Democrats 
and the Cleveland Democrats at a recent Demo- 
cratic primary in WatervHet,in this county. 
This the Governor thought a partisan use of the 
State Press wire. Moreover, it was unfair 
treatment of the friends of ex-President Cleye- 
land and of himself to declare that they bad 
been in conflict. 

The trouble with the situation, in the Gov- 
ernor’s opinion, was that the State Press news 
Was sent out: from Albany in the daytime by 
the Albany Journal, and at night by the Albany 
Lapress, both Republicans. Lately the éAarpress 
editors had mutilated his remarks on bilis 
which he had diied with the Secretary of State. 
No one could get an intelligible idea from the 
reports that they sent out of his messages and 
memoranda. If the Associated Press and tue 
State Press did not treat his messages better 
he would take steps to retaliate upon them. 
The members of the Executive Committee made 
no reply whatever to the Governor’s invective. 
“He could not exact a pledge from me,” said 
one member, ‘‘ after having had the impudence 
to address mein that style. What authority 
has he over the State Press ?”’ 





BLACKS AND WHITES WARRING 


SEVERAL PERSONS KILLED IN A FIGHT 
IN TEXAS. 

Bastrop, Texas, June 14.—At the last elec- 
tion the negroes proved the most numerous at 
the polls in Cedar Creek Precinct, and elected a 
Justice of the Peace named Orange Wickes, and 
@ negro constable, Isaac Wilson. A few days 
ago; a respectable white citizen named Alf 
Litten, went to anegro’s cabin and remon- 
strated with him for sending an insulting mes- 
sage to him and his wife. for this he was ar- 
rested by the negro constable and brought'be- 
fore the negro Justice Wickes, for trial. 

While the trial was in its preliminary stages 
the accused turned toward his lawyer, Mr. J. B. 


Fowler of Bastrop, and asked him if he could 
step outside fora moment. The Jatter rephed, 
‘Certainly you can,” and Litten was thereupon 
walking out, when the Justice shouted: “ Halt, 
Sir, you can’t go.” The young man turned 
round, but not thoroughly understanding or 
hearing the order, continued to movs toward 
the door, whereupon, it is said, the Justice 
seized a pistol or shotgun and fired at Litten, 
killing bim instantly. The colored constable 
also emptied his revolver into the dying man. 

Instantly the wildest confusion took place, 
Knives, revolvers and shotguns were speedily 
brought into requisition. People from all parts 
of the neighborhood rushed to the spot, while 
those already on the ground tried to get away. 
During the battle many persons who took no part 
on either side were either cut or shot. Among 
them was Peter Bell, colored. He was shot 
down and killed while trying to mount his horse 
and eseape. Two white men named Alexander 
Nolav and George Scheaff were killed outright, 
and young Litten, brother of Al Litten, was also 
shot and has since died, making four white men 
and ene colored who were murdered, while five 
or six others were badly wounded. One of 
Houston Moore’s sons, colored, was killed by 
a stray bullet fired by one of his own race, and 
two others.died at the hands of the white as- 
sailants. Several others are wounded. Justice 
Wickes is among the killed. 

Last night nearly one hundred white men, all 
armed, poured into this piace from the sur- 
rounding country, and are prepared to thwart 
any attack that may be made by the blaeks. 
fait negroes on Cedar Creek outnumber the 
whites. 


KILLED BY A MERCHANT. 


PROVIDENCE, June 14,—At 4:30 this afternoon 
Albert H. Olney, member of the firm of Olney 
Brothers, oil dealers of 7 South Water-street,

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HARRISON AND OKLAHOMA 


THE DISGRACEKUL WORK OF 
FEDERAL OFFIOERS. 
WESTERN POLITICIANS WHO GOT GOOD 

LANDS—HOW HARRISON HELPED 


THEM—AN UNJUST DISMISSAL. 

GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, June 14.—One by one the 
favts concerning the illegal acquirement of 
Oklahoma lands by unscrupulous politicians 
and ethers who carried on their work while 
clothed with the garb of Government authority 
are coming to light. Some of those who violated 
the law have since been ‘frozen out,” and are 
not averse to telling what they know. Their 
stories corroborate the statements telegraphed 
THE TIMES. 

A few days ago United States Marshal W. C, 
Jones of Kansas was removed from office by 
President Harrison. No charges were, made 
against him, but dispatches from Washington 
stuted that the President was not satisfied witn 
Jones’s explanation of his conduct in Oklahoma 
during the opening week. Both Marshals Jones 
and Needles had been previously charged by 
the press with appointing a large number of 
deputies, who flocked into Oklahoma and took 
up claims rogardless of the provisions of the 
President’s proclamation. Before and after 
his removal Jones declared that he had ap- 
pointed only twenty-seven deputies—nineteen 
regulars and eight at the request of the Santa 
Fé Railroad Company. He signified his will- 
ingness to pay $10 apiece for every deputy 
found to have been appointed by him 
in excess of that number. This offer 


has been before the public for some 
time, but no person has come forward with the 
required proof. The truth is, Jones has been 
sacrificed to save Needles. Jones gave a cor- 
rect statement of tae number of deputies he ap- 
pointed, and acknowledged that several of them 
undoubtedly tovuk advantage of their early 
presence in Oklahoma to stake out claims. Bat 
he was a Democrat, and President Harrison, 
whose Oklahoma record has been scandalous 
from the very first, thought he saw a good op- 
portunity, not only to get rid of him, but to 
make a scapegoat of him. Jones duly received 
# short note, signed ** Benj. Harrison,” inform- 
ing him that bis official head was off. 

This summary act did not relieve the situa- 
tion in Oklahoma, however, nor did the Presi- 
dent escape the censure of many Republicans 
who were conversant of the state of affairs in 
the new country. Perhaps the most stinging 
rebuke was administered by J. V. Admire, who 
was made Receiver of the Kingtisher Land Of- 
tice by Harrison, and who is one of. the best 
known Republican editors in Kansas. A recent: 
issue of Mr. Admire’s paper, the Osage Clty 
Free Press, contained this editorial: 


“The Free Prese very much regrets the appar. 
ently summary removal of United States Marshal 
Jones by the President. We especially regret it for 
the reason that it seems to have been based upon 
the charges made against him in connection with 
the recent opeving up of Oklahoma. We have good 
reason for belioving that these charges were wiph- 
out adequate toundation. 

* We have every reason to believe that Marshal 
Jones has been a fairly yi pe and honest public 
officer, and that in the Oklahoma matter he only 
took such precautions as seemed to be necessary. 
The manner in which that country was opened to 
settlement was one of the most lamentably absurd 
and in many respects one of the most disgraceful 
occurrences that has ever taken place in the histerv 
of this or any other country. ogi apres the Gov- 
ernment offered a prize to those who could command 
the neetest horses or other means of first reacn- 
ing @ quarter section of land. The whole matter 
from beginning to end was a shameless farce, * * * 
The Free Press believes in a decent civil service. It 
believes in treating public officers, regardless 
of their politics, with fairness, and it heartily 
condemns the too common “practice of disgracing a 
public officer without giving him a fair opportunity 
of defense against charges that are, in many cases, 
recklessly and wickedly made. If the Adminis., 
tration is in possession of sufficient evidence to 
justify and make the summary removal of Marshal: 
Jones necessary, in order to show the country that 
this does not mean a revival of the shameless sys- 
tem of removing public officers merely for opinion’s 
sake, the facts should be promptly given to the 
public.” 

The Topeka Capital, whose Republicanisri is 
of the hidebound variety, surprised its readers, 
but made many friends by printing the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

“ United States Marshal Jones of “ee is just 
now receiving special, particular, and géneral de- 
nunciation. is successor has been appointed, and 


while we have expected a good Republican like Col. | 


Dick Walker to be nominated for the place, we do not 
think fair treatment has been accorded Col. Jones. 
No evidence has been given that he had anything to 
do with entries made in Oklahoma by his deputies, 

directly or indirectly, and he has had. no trial. We. 
knew Col Jones as a gallant soldier, and his reputa- , 
tion at his home and throughout Kansas is that of 

an honorable man. He should have been accorded 

a fair trial and only displaced upon proof of having 

used his official position to advance his own or the 

interests of his deputies, cone law or detri- ; 
mental to the puplic service. We believe in Kepub- 

licans filling the public offices in a Republican Ad- 

ministration, but the removal of Democrats should 

be made 1n an honorable and legitimate manner,’”’ 

Marshal Needies has been spared thus far by 
the President, and the chances are that he will; 
not be molested; but the fact remains that he 
appointed many more deputies than Jones did, 
and that a large number of his appointees were 
Indiana and Illinois Republicans who accepted 
commissions so that they might profit by being 
in the vanguard. Nota few land grabbers pre- 
ceded the honest homeseexkers by permission of 
the War Department. War Department permits | 
were by n0 means scarce during the days pre- 
ceding the opening. When the proper influenee 
was brought to bear the passports appeared, 
and each gave its bearer the freedom of Okla- 
homa. Gen. John B. Weaver went to Oklahoma 
City by grace of the War Department a fort- 
night or more previous to April 22, and picked 
outa claim at Oklahoma City, which be orna- 
mented with a sign announcing that he would 
like to take up the land when he could lawfully 
do so. He returned before the opening day, but 
whether he hada War Department rmit or 
posed as one one of Needles’s deputies is a ques- 
tion which the famous ex-Greenbacker does rot 
discuss. It is enough to know that he secured 
the claim he had originally staked out, and as 
it is contested by Only one wn it 1s easy to see 
that the General was not far from'the coveted 
land at noon on April 22. 

Illinois and Indiana were well represented 
among the “early birds” in Oklahoma Of 
Ilinoisans there were David T. Littler, recently 
of the Union Pacific Commission, and a friend 
of President Harrison; ex-State Treasurer and 
ex-Upvited States Marshal Tanner, Bluford Wil- 
son, Solicitor of the Treasury under Grant and 
Master in Chancery in the Western District of 
Illinois; Gen. Reece, an old politician, and Col. 
Jacob ‘Vheeler, formerly United States Marshal 
of Illinois. The Indiana people kept together and 
worked in harmony. ‘ Dick’? Morganof Indian- 
apolis, an ola friend of Receiver Barnes of the 
Guthrie Land Office and also of President Har- 
rison, and Col. W. H. H. Clayton, recently ap- 
pointed United States District Attorney for the 
Western District of Arkansas, were the, recog- 
nized leaders of this coterie. 

A few days prior to the opening of Oklahoma 
the location of the Government acre was 
changed. This change, THE T1MEs’s corre- 
Sperm is infermed, was brought about by 
the land grabbers who had influenee with the 
Administration. They represented to President 
Harrison that the reservation had been hastily 
selected, and was not in a good location, and 
without taking the pains to inform himself on 
the subject the President ordered the site to be 
changed. This gave these shrewd gentlemen 
the desired opportunity. An Indiana Surveyor 
went upon the present site of Gutiirie, and was ' 
employed tnree days before the opening. He 
not only resurveyed the Government acre, but 
‘was employed to run lines by which the 
schemers intended to locate their town 
site. Representatives of the Seminole 
Town and Investment Compary, com- 
pesed principally of Illinois poiiticians, man- 
aged to get in aiso, and they ran opposing lines. 
There was aconflict at once and it continued 
until the opening day, when a compromise was 
effec by whieh the “Clayton plot’ was 
agreed upon. The tirst train from the North 
reached Guthrie soon after this compromise, 
and the crowd prevented concerted action on 
the part of the “early birds.” A few of these 
secured desirable lots, but many were left out. 
The ‘Clayton plot” was presented at the Land 
Office at 12 o’clock. 

In Oklahoma City the Seminole Company 
bulled the situation and partially surveyed the 
town before the advent of the common hera. 
an David Littler became the possessor of a lot 
which is rated at $2,600. Tanner seeured the 
adjoining lot. Bluford Wilson eaptured 160° 
acres of choice land. Others did as well, while 
some pre-empted claims which were coolly 
“jumped” by later arrivals who now contest 
them, Itis related of the smooth Mr. Littler, 
that a man named Cowan jumped his lot and 
was induced by the Illinois statesman to trans- 
fer his affections to a nice piece of ground 
which Dr. Linn of Topeka was trying to hold 
dowp. The doctor couldn’t stand being 
**jumped” in this unceremonious manner and 
retreated to Topeka in disgust. He now has a 
grudge against Mr. Littler. George Chase, a 
Topeka lawyer, also tad a slice of Oklahoma 
City realty which be could not hold against the 
claim jumpers, who knew that ‘he held the land 
illegally.

COALING WAR SHIPS. 


——— > - 

One of the most deplorable conditions 
brought out a: a result of the British marcu- 
vres of last year was the coaling arrangements. 
This important factor in the science of naval 
warfare appears te have peen lost sight of in 
the great and certainly very important matters 
of speed, armor, and guns. An illustration is 
supplied by Lieut. T. Y. Greet, R. N., in a re- 
cent paper before the Royal United Service In- 
stitution, treating of the blockading squadron 
off Lough Swilley. “It must be remembered,” 
sala Lieut. Greet, ‘that if the enemy was in 
his own port he could constantly replenish his 
bunkers. But asto the plockading squadron 
the matter was very ditferent; they were 
always on the move, which meant using ceal, 
especially as they had to be ready at short 
notice to go full speed, and the consumption of 
these big ships is considerable; in consequence, 
one or more of them was always out of action, 
filling up with coal, so that really a fleet of ten 

‘ships can only be considered a fleet of eight. 
Now, while these two ships are coaling, the 
remainder are steadily eating away at their 
coal; suddenly the blockade is broken, the 
blockaded fleet shoots out well filled up with 
coal. The Admiral of the blockading fleet fol- 
lows, but how far? His ships have their bunk- 
ers only half full, or perhaps some are nearly 
fulland others nearly empty, and to his dia- 
gust he has either to give up the chase or risk 
capture through going on with an inferior force; 
or, perhaps, in the excitement, he;forgets that 
coal is running short in some of the ships, and 
they have to be left behind to their fate or 
towed by others into port.” 7 

Last year’s mancuvres of the British fleet en- 
abled some ships to experiment in coaling at 
séa, AS a general rule, private vessels are afraid 
to go alongside of war vessels, éven in very 
ordinary weather, for fear of getting stove in. 
This is natural, but it will never do for service. 

Following are some figures, taken during the 
Manceuvres, on the time required to coal by the 
ordinary method: 

Agincourt, at eee. with a large lighter on 
each side, titted with derricks and steam winches 


and every facility, owing to her numerous ports, 
600 tons in 12 hours. 





Iron Duke, at Plymouth, with one lighter, buat 
having only one hatch, consequently only able to 
coal in one position, 330 tons in 22 hours. 

;:Iron Duke, at Portsmouth, a jetty on one side and 
allighter on the other, bags being already filled, 55 
tons in 2% hours. 

From colliers at Lamlash, which may be 
taken as an example of what would go on in 
war time. 

The Aginceurt took in 187 tons in-9 hours. 

The Shannon took in 146 tons in 12 hours, 

The Iron Duke took in 167 tons in 94g hours. 

The Tartar took in 5% tons in 6 hours. 

The Neptune took 1n 250 tons in 10 hours. 

The Infiexible took in 227 toms in 12 hours. 

The Inconstant teok in 197 tons in 13 hours. 

At Sheep Haven, in a heavy swell ana coaling 
all night in pouring rain from a collier: 

The Iron Duke took in 116 tons in 944 hours, 

The Lron Duke took in 220 tons in 9 hoars. 

In the Downs, frem horse boats carrying about 12 
tons, which had to be hauled to and fro from the 
collier tothe ship, and using ‘cutters for towing, 
bags being filled by men from ship: The Iron Duke 
took in 97 tons in 12 hours. 

From the foregoing it is apparent that a ship 
should be able to take on coa! on her station in 
the pbloe © and at avery quick rate; also 
that she should constantly replenish, and 80 be 
ready f¢r any contingency. ‘I'o effect this coal- 
ing of vessels on a blockade with great celerity 
Lieut, Greet advocates his design, of which the 
following is a description, a collier being em- 
ployed in the transportation of the coal: 

“The collier ean be of any size and fitted out 
as aseagoing vessel, with engines ef suflicient 
power to insure a good speed. The cealing ap- 
paratus is worked by steam supplied from the 

.Main boilers; this is important, because no 
donkey or auxiliary boilers are required. The 
exbaust steam from the coaling machinery is 
carried back to main condensers in the engine 
room, thus keeping the water in. the main boil- 
ers in good condition, as no waste is re- 
quired to be made up by sea-water feed. The 
coal is delivered on board through telescopic iron 


| tubes or chutes, direct into portable funnels; 


or the ‘spout on the end of the chute fis placed 
directly into the bunker hole in the deck, and 
the delivery 1s regulated by the speed of coal- 
ing machinery, and may be from 20 to 200 tons 

er hour, as found most convenient. The coal 
saelivered into the telescopic chute from a 
hopper supplied by buckets, each of one hun- 
dred weight or other suitable capacity, attached 
to steel endless chains, working in barrels on 
the ends of a light steel-plated boom.”’ 

It is calculated that 100 tons an hour 
can be discharged with this appliance. 
The whole affair resembles greatly a grain ele- 
vator, except that there is no covering, the ap- 
Dliance resting on the vessel’s aeck much after 
the form of a bridge arch resting on its ends, 
one foot at the bow, the other at the astern, with 
an upright column from the centre of the vessel 
supporting the apex. Along the legs of the span 
Tun the coal buckets for loading and discharg- 
ing. .

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DISMAL DAY AT JOHNSTOWN. 


RAIN INTERFERES WITH THE WORK— 


SEVEN BODIES RECOVERED. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 14.—The rain js pour- 
ing down this morning and has effectually 
stopped work of ail kinds in this stricken city, 
where work ehould go ahead as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Even. the soldiers have sought the 
shelter of their tents, and the newspaper cor- 
respondents missed this morning with consiaer- 
able relief the familiar “‘ Have you a pass?’ 
from the guards at different places, The wreck- 
age at the stone bridge, which was fired last 


night, has ‘been dampened considerably, and 
unless the rain stops soon that invaluable work 
will also come to a standstill. 

Thecrowds around the commissaries, which 
seem to increase with each day, are a mud-be- 
draggled set. The entrance to each station is 
very narrow, yet into them the women ana 
children, each with a capacious basket, crowd 
like sheep into a pen. The line is a long one, 
and those who are so unlucky as to have ar- 
rived after 6 or 7 o’cloek have been standing 
unprotected and in some instances half clad in 
the pouring rain. Their baskets are genérally 
‘well filled, yet on leaving the commissaries 
eomplairnts are heard on all sides of “‘no butter 
soe anything fresh after two weeks,” and the 

e. } 

In one way the rain to-day is regarded as a 
blessing aa the terrible stench from the burning 
flesh, which was almostiunbearable last night, 
1s scarcely noticeable. Gen. Hastings was out 
early as usual this morning and was kept ex- 
ceedingly busy. Telegrams are flooding into 
him from all parts of tke .country from con- 
tractors who want a chance at the work of 
clearing away the débris. In an interview this 
morning he said: 

“We have now about all the workmen we 
need, and if it was not for the rain this morn- 
ing we would have at least twenty-tive hundred 
men at work. Of course, this weather will 
knock out everything while it continues. We 
now have the work systematized and I don’t 
anticipate any further trouble. A vast amount 
has already been done, yet is hardly noticeable.” 

The drift at the stone bridge is gradually be- 
ing cleared. Dynamite is the only thing that 
has any effect upon it, and to-day 150 cart- 
ridges are belmg put in at a charge and the 
noise from the explosion can be heard for miles. 
Engineer Phillips, who is in charge of this 
work, expects to have it finished by Sunday. 
A number of lumbermen from the Clarion 
region were engaged clearing the wreckage 
with their hooks last night and this morning, 
and their work was so effective that apother 
detachment has been sent for. 

Engineer Phillips says they are doing every- 
thing in their power to get out what bodies are 
in the wreck, but it is almost impossible to get 
atthem. It has been decided to .tear down all 
unsafe buildings in the town and burn the 
wreckage. This will be done as soon as the 
Philadelphia fire engines are on hand to protect 
property that is safe. 

A house to house canvass will be inaugurated 
to-morrrow to seenre as near as possible an ac- 
curate list of the living and dead for the State 
efficials. The system of registratiot attempted 
a week ago was not efiective. Only ome body, 
that of a female baby about six weeks old, was 
recovered up to noon to-day. It was badly de- 
composed and buried without identification. 

A peculiar feature: of the flood was, that of 
158 saloons in Johnstown and the surrounding 
towD, but two escaped destauction. The Chi- 
nese laundries were also completely wiped out, 
and a number of Chinamen are missing. 


JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 14,—The rain which 
had been pouring down all the morning ceased 


at noon, work was proceeded with, but oniy 
about 700 workmen started in. Up to 2 o’cloek 
to-day seven bodies had been recovered. None 
of the bodies was identitied. A large amount 
of lumber is arriving to-day consigned to the 
State. It will be distrisuted to the more 
needy merchants to erect temporary structures 
in whieh to resume business. Gov. Beaver and 
the committee he appointed to distribute the 
relief fund are expected here to-day, and prepa- 
rations are being made to receive them. How- 
ever, room is scarce, and Gen. Hastings stated 
that they would have to sleep four ina tent just 
the same as the soldiers. 





A BOOM IN WHEAT. 


CAUSED BY THE SHORTS FEELING NERV- 


OUS ABOUT THE CROPS. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—There was another boom 
in wheat to-aay, caused by a general buying by 
the shorts, who felt very nervous about the crop 
situation in the Northwest. July opened strong 
at 77%ac. and quickly advanced to 78c., that 
price being %c. higher than yesterday’s closing 
and 6c. lower than the price at which July sold 


ayear ago. Scalpers and commission houses 
bought freely, and among the conspicuous buy- 
ers were Hutohinson, Logan, Walker, Schwartz, 
& Dupree, W. G. McCormick, and William 
Young. 

The crowd were considerably puzzled by the 
steady upward movement in wheat, and as 
they were afraid to sell even at the advance, 
July was advanced a little later to 7814 cents. 
At 78 cents Baldwin & Farnum sold 400,000 
bushels, but outside buying orders were 
numerous, and Walter Huff was a good buyer. 

Reports of heavy rains in the Southwest, 
where harvesting 1s in progress, and dry weath- 
ér in the Northwest, where rains are needed, 
made the shorts ieel nervous, but there was re- 
newed talk about manipulation in July anda 
possible squeeze before the new wheat begins 
to come ferward freely. 

New-York and St. Louis were bullish on the 
crop news, and Engiish parties were buying 
wheat in a speculative way in this market. 
Judging from a number of dispatches, the 
situation ia the Northwest was not half as bad 
as the bulls would have it appear, put the 
market remained strong and active. 

George Smith was probably the largest buyer, 
his purchases for covering during the day reach- 
ing some one million bushels. Pardridge, Linn, 
and “ Hutch” were buyers, and there was 4a 
great deal of realizing by longs like Robert 
Lindblom. 

During the last half hour July sold upto 
785, cents and closed at 782 cents, or ll 
cents higher than yesterday.

SEAWANHAKA CORINTHIAN 
AND BROOKLYN CLUBS. 
IWENTY-SIX YACHTS IN ONE AND 
TWENTY-THREE IN THE OTHER— 

ALL THE ENTRIES, &C. 


The nineteenth annual Corinthian race of 
the Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club will 
be sailed to-day. It is open to yachts of the 
Atlantic, Beverly, Corinthian of Marblehead, 
Corinthian of New-York, Dorchester, Eastern, 
Knickerbocker, Larchmont, New-Bedford, New-- 
Haven, New-Rochelle, New-Yerk, and Oyster 
Bay Yacht Clubs, although only afew of these 
elubs will be represented by yachis not belong- 
ing to the Seawanhaka Corinthian fleet. 

The coarse for vachts over 46 feet on the load 
water line will be from the starting point at 
Buoy 18, in side the Narrows, around Buoy 
10 and Sandy Hook Lightship, and return to 
Buoy 15, the finishing point for all clasees, by 
the way of Buoy 10. Yachts not ever 46 feet 
and over 35 feet will turn Scotland Lightship 
instead of the Sandy Hook Lightghip, and yachts 
$85 feet and under will only go as far as Buoy '5 
off the Hook. The start will be made as near 
11 A. M. as practicable. Five minutes wil in- 
tervene between the preparatory whistle—a 
long blast from the whistle of the judges’ 
steamer Dailzell—and the starting signal for all 
schooners and the sloops, cutters, and yawls 
in the seventy-foot class, and five minutes be- 
tween this signal and the starting signal for all 
other yachts. Only five minutes will ve allowed 
in any class before a handieap fime is taken. 

Besides the prizes to be given in each class, 
there will be the Leland Corinthian Challenge 
Cup to be raced for by forties belonging to the 
Seawanhaka’s fleet,a prize valued ut $100 offered 
in thé thirty-foot class by Mr. William Whit- 
lock, owner of the Kathleen, in case three 

achts start. and a handsome prize offered by 

ice Commodore Robert Center to the helms- 
man of the schooner, sloop, or cutter, irrespect- 
ive of class, making the best corrected time 
over the Sandy Hook Lightship course, schoon- 
ets to receive their allowance for rig. Personal 
prizes will be given to the members of running 
Corinthian crews. 

Several interesting contests will take place if 
the weather is favorable. ~ The famous cup- 
defender. Mayflower, will make her first appear- 
ance in a race as a schooner, and will have for 
her opponents the schooners Sea Fox and Gray- 
ling, which made sucb a pretty race in the New- 
York Yacht Ciub’s regatta on Thursday. The 
Mayflower will be sailed by her designer, Mr. 
Edward Burgess, while Mr. J. Frederic Tems 
will sail the Sea Fox. 

The seventy-foot sloop Katrina is pot entered. 
She will go on the ways at Mr. Wintringham’s 
to have her bottom put into good shape for her 
match races with the Titania, the first of which 
will be sailed Tuesday. The bobstay of the 
Titania, which gave way in her race Thureday, 
Was repaired yesterday, and she will start to- 
flay as strong as ever. Mr. Wetmore’s forty- 
footer, the Liris, will not he in the 
race. She is at Bay Ridge having a 
Belid mast put in in the place 
of the hollow one that broke with the defective 
ironwork in Thursday’s race. She will be ready 
in a few days, but probably not in time for the 
race Monday between the forties. A new top- 
mast was put in Mr. Royal Phelps Carroll’s 
torty, the Gorilla, yesterday, and she will be in 
the race. The crew of the Liris will probably

MISSING SINOK MAROH. 


LAWYER M’CLOSKEY’S WHEREABOUTS A 
MYSTERY TO HIS FRIENDS. 

George B. McCloskey, a lawyer, has been 
missing since March 25, when he was last seen 
at his office at 31 and 33 Pine-street. He was 
the attorney for Matthew Carey, one of the 
heirs of the estate of Patrick Carey, a porter of 
East Broadway. Paul F. C. Tucker of Temple 
Court,the attorney for Michael E. Bannin,trustee 
of the Carey estate, said yesterday that he had 
been trying to find’ McVloskey for three months, 
but had failed. His only object in huhting for 
the missing man was to settle the Carey estate. 
McCloskey had gone to St. Paul, Cleveland, and 
Minneapolis late in February, but had returned 
about the middle of March and had called on 
Tucker. Since that time nothing had been heard 
‘ofhim. Tucker added that McCloskey's client, 
Matthew Carey, had also disappeared. ‘ 

McCloskey’s mother lives at 133 West Forty- 
fourth-street, and is Principal of the public 
school at 335 West Forty-seventh-street. She 
said yesterday that she had not heard of her 
son since March, and did not know where he 
was. He had a wife and child, but she knew 
nothing of their whereabouts. They had for- 
merly lived at Scarsdale, N. Y., but they had 
given up their home there and come to the city. 
She did not know wherethey resided. Her son 
had three uncles prominent in the Catholic 
Church—Bishop McCloskey of Louisville, who 
was at one time President of the Aterican 
College at Rome; John McCloskey, President of 
Mount 8t. Mary’s College, Emmettaburg, Md., 
and George McCloskey, President of a college 
in Louisville. She was sure, however, that he 
had gone to none of these. She did not seem to 
be greatly alarmed, although she could offer no 
explanation of her son’s absence. 

Matthew Byrnes of 59 Park-avenue is the 
grandfather of Matthew Carey and knows Mc- 
Closkey well. He said that McCloskey had 
disappeared, but that his grandson was all 
right, as he had heardjof him within a week, but 
did not know where he lived. Mr. Byrnes 
spoke in the highest terms of McCloskey as a 
reliable man and a worthy lawyer. 

The friends of the missing man do not know 
what te make of his strange absence, bnt in- 
cline to the. opinion that he bas zone Weat to 
enter business. They think it very curious, 
however, that he should remain silent so long. 
He is a man about thirty-five years of age, be- 
low the medium height, stout, florid, thin- 
haired, with small side whiskers. He wears 
gold spectacles, 





FERRYBOAT AND LIGHTER. 


A COLLISION NEAR THE BATTERY 
WHICH DOES LITTLE DAMAGE, 

’ The waters of the harbor just between 
the South Ferry slips and Governor's Island 
are every day the scene of the closest of shaves 
between steamers big and little. Yesterday a 
collisien took placein this crowded thorough- 
fare in spite of all precautions, The Union 
Ferry Company’s baat Winona of the Atlantic- 
street line, in command of Capt. Augustus 
Smith; was the chief sufferer by this accident. 

She was just starting from the slip on her way 
to Brooklyn about 3:30 o’clock, when Capt. 
Smith saw the Pennsy!ivania Railroad’s steam 
lignter Despatch euming around the Battery 
from the North River. He stopped his engines, 
but the Despatch blew two whistles, meaning 
“go to starboard,” equivalent in this case to 
“go ahead.” The Winona’s engines were 
accordingly started again. The Despatch, 
however, did not stop, but came 
straight on and hit the Winona full and 
fair on the starboard guard just abaft the wheel. 
The shock was not a severe one, though there 
was a scramble among the passengers to get 
out of the cabins. The sharp nose of the 
Despatch cut through the guard and plank 
sheer and destroyed a little of the joiner work 
above the guard. 

The Monticello was put in the Winona’s place 
and the latter was laid up for repaira, which 
will cost from $250 to $300. Capt. Smith 
thought that the Captain of the Despatch must 
have been misunderstood by his engineer. 





WALL-SIREET TALK. 


Yesterday’s stock market lagged. The new 
beom halted and prices generally weakened. 
But ever since the Saturday halt-holiqay law 


went into operation Friday has usually been a 
dull and drooping aay on the Stock Exchange, 
just as Saturday used to be. 


The New-York and ‘New-England stock cut 
more of a figure in yesterday’s market than did 
anything else. In the early part of the day it 


boomed gayly, 40,000 shares of this one stock 
being dealt in during the first hour of business. 
The quotation rose, too, with the activity till 
late in the day, when the weakness of the rest 
of the market began to dampen the New-Eng- 
land bullishbness, ‘ 


There was not one thing authentic learned 
during the day as to what the real ground is for 
bringing about this sudden boom. The interest 


of prominent representatives of the Vanderbilt 
family mn certain matters clusely related to the 
New-England Company’s affairs is indisputable, 
aud this fact, well understood in some Wall- 
street circles, is quite enough to base a move- 
menton. Ifit were not enough there is, of 
course, the perennial mystery te help the boost- 
ing process along. 

One factor which helped bear raiders along 
yesterday was a wildcat rumor (by way of 
Hartford, Conn.,) announcing that President 


Harrison had been shot and killed; this was at 
2 o'clock. At 2:15 Gen. Harrison had enly 
been dangereusly wounded. At 2:30 the wounds 
were slight. At 2:45 he had beer missed. 

3 o’clock (and the day’s speculation ended) 
there had been no shooting at all. The silly 
season in society isn’t a marker beside the silly 
season in Wall-street.

TO THE STRAITS OF MAGELLAN, 

The Chilian Government, through its 
Consul General, Frederick A. Beelen of 15 
Cortlandt-street, has advertised for proposals 
for laying a submarine cable from Puerto 
Montt, a few miles south of Valparaiso, to 
Punta Arenas, in the Straits ef Mageilan. The 
distance to be traversed. will be nearly one 
thousand three hundred miles, As the cable 


will have but little commercial importance, the 
causes which led the Government to consider 
its construction are particularily interesting. 
May 15 the British packet Cotopaxi of the 
Pacific Navigation Company, running from 
Vaiparaiso to Liverpool, foundered in Smyth 
Channel, Straits of Magellan, and her pas- 
sengers and crew, none of whom was lost, 
landed near Puuta Areyas, lt required four- 
teen days for the news of the disaster to reach 
the Chilian capital, the shipwrecked persons 
the meanwhile undergoing great hardships. 
This circumstance caused much excitewent 
throughout Chili, and the Goverument, in order 
to avoid a repetition of the delay under any pos- 
sibility, decided to lay a cable. 

The line will connect with the ports of Quin- 
cavi, Palena, Melinka, Puerto Otway, ana 
Munoz Gamero, and will givethe world direct 
cable communication from Halifax to the 
Straits of Magellan. 





A DROP IN COFFEE. 

The Coffee Exchange hada sensation yes- 
teraay in a biz drop in prices. Coffee has been 
ruling high for some time and something of the 
sort was looked for, but when it-came in the 


shape of a drop of 95 points, or nearly a full 
pea per pound, as it did yesterday, it was a sur- 
rise. 

The market on Thursday closed with Decem- 
ber coffee quoted at 16.60. Yesterday morning 
advices came from Havre that prices had broken 
3lof. and then New-York prices began to slip 
down with remarkable rapidity. These who 
had coffee to seli wanted to sell it right away. 
There is an accumulation of 100,000 bags in 
Chicago and 41,000 bags in St. Louis. The big 
holders here began to unload their coffee, the 
little fellows followed suit, and the Exchange 
was in a state of excitement all day. One hun- 
dred and twenty-four thousand bays were dealt 
in, and it looked very much as though the bears 
were not quite ready to give up yet. 


HIS SUICIDE WAS NO SURPRISE. 

The body of Camillo Bougiatti, the mur- 
derer who eommitted suicide by hanging him- 
self in his cell in the Tombs on Thursday even- 
ing, was removed yesterday to 95 Park-street, 
where he resided, and where Coroner Messemer 
will go through the formality of an inquest. 
Every one who came in contacts with Bougiatti 
after his murder of his shopmate, Francisco 
Sanvito, on May 22, felt eure that the man was 
a chronic hypochondrize and copvsidered his 
manner of death as one not to occasion aurprise. 
The keepers of the prison aver that not more 
than twelve minutes elapsea between the time 
his cellmate went for a pail of water at his re- 
qnest and the discovers of his suspended body.

THE ANOHOKAGH GROUNDS. 


LIMITS WHICH WILL NOT BE CHANGED 
BY THE COMMISSION. 


The work of the commission appointed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to inspect the 
anchorage grounds of New-York Harbor and re- 
port on the suggestions recently made to alter 
‘certain grounds need not cause masters of ves- 
sels apprehension lest they will anchor out of 
bounds before the revised charts have appeared, 
As a matter of fact, whatever changes are 
made will be to increase certain grounds so 
that as long as pilots and masters of vessels 
anchor according to the rules now existing 
they are bound to be safe. There 1g one ground, 


however, which is not likely to be allowed. It 
is the inshore anchorage off Twenty-sixth-streot, 
‘East River. Yaehts would do well to give this 
ee up until the matter is decided in Wash- 
Deton, 

The following part of the anchorage rules will 

remain intact, and no changes will be made on 
the grounds indicated, except in the case of the 
Commuuipaw Fiats. 

Governor's Island Landing.—Limits inoluded 
within the Sribuigalas space inclosed in lines run- 
ning from Castle William to Buoy 1, thence to Buoy 
3, in Buttermilk Channel. 

Eastern Anchorages, Upper Bay.—-To the south- 
ward of a line passing through the Statue of Lib- 
erty on Betlow’s [sland and the north entrance te 
the Erie Basin; to the eastward of a range passing 
through the Produce. Exchange tower, the east 
edge of Castle William and Buoys 20 and 18 as now 
Planted, and to the eastward of a range passing 
through Buoy 18, off Owl’s Head, the western —_ 
of Long Island in the Narrows, and the eastern side 
of Fort Lafayette as far south as the east channel, 
between Buoys 4 and 2, provided that-no vessel 
shall anchor within 300 yards of any dock witnin 
these limits as defined. y 

Atlantic Island Anchorage.—Vessels may anchor 
to the westward of a line passing through Kobbin’s 
Reef and Fort Tompkius, and to the southward of a 
line passing through ton gee peg ferry landing 
and the railroad terminal docks at Bay Kidge, 
Long Island. 

Western Anchorage, Upper Bay.—The western 
anchorage will remain marked as bélow, the White 
Spar Buoy shifting to « position 300 feet furtner 
out into the stream; to the southward of the range 

assing through Castle William, the White. Spar 

uoy; to the north and east of Kllis’s Island, and 
the Communipaw Ferfy landing; to the westward 
of a line running south southwest from the said 
White Buoy, and to the westward of a line from 
Castle William to Robbin’s Keef, and to the rorth- 
ward of a line trap Constable’s Poiut to Robbin’s 
Reef, provided at no vessel anchors 80 as 


to 
ae the approaches to any pier within these 
mts. 

Eastern Anchorages, Lower Bay.—Vessels may 
anchor on Day Komer shoals and Fiynn’s Knoll. 

Western Anchorages, Lower Bay.—Vessels may 
anchor to the westward of a rango passing through 
the northeast edge of Staten Island at Tompkins- 
vile, and Fort Tompkins in the Narrows, and Cra- 
ven’s Shoal, to the westward of a line passing 
through Buoys 11, 9, and 7, as far south as a line 
passing through East Beacon and Bay Side Beacon 

Sandy Hook Bay Anchorage—Vessels may auchor 
to the southward of a line extending from Hast 
Beacon to Bay Side Beacon (Point omfort) pro- 
vided they do not impede the movements of vessels 
in getting to and from the piers. 

No vessels are ailowed to anchor in the fol- 
lowing channels: Geduey’s, Main, Swasb, and 
East, excepting iu cases of great emergency, 
and then outside of the channels as marked by 
the buoys, and only until sueh time as they can 
procure assistance. 

Vessels carrying explosives will anehor on 
the flats to thesouth of a line drawn from 
Bedlow’s Island to Craven’s Point, N. J., and 
to the westward of a line from Bedlow's Island 
to Robbin’s Reef, provided that they do not 
anchor within 1,000 yards of either Bedlow’s 
Island or Robbin’s Reef or within 500 yards of 
apy pier. Vessels carrying explosives of too 
great draught to use this anchorage wiil auchor 
in Gravesend Bay until assigned another berth, 
but not within 1,000 yards of the shore. 

The white moving buoys off the upper 

uarautine Station in the Narrows: are exciu- 
sively furthe use of vessels awaiting the first 
visit of the Health. Officer, and are not to be 
occupied at any other time. The anchorages in 
the East River which will remain intact were 
published in Tue TiMEs of June 12.

TWO RUFEIANS LESS. 


4 SHOOTING AFFRAY ‘IN WHICH BOTH 


MEN WERE KILLED. 

WHBELING, West Va.,'June 14.—The double 
murder of John Drunsberger and Jacob Geer 
at the little hamlet of Hamiltontown, Hancock 
County, on Monday evening, was one of the 
most sensational crimes ever perpetrated in 
this portion of the country. The scene of the 
crime was in the little country store of Jona- 
than Prosser, a few yards from the bank of the 
Ohio, About 2 o’clock in the afternoon Geer 
went to the store, having landed in « skiff, and 
engaged in conversation with Prosser. While 
the two men were talking, Drunsberger came 
in. Prosser was the only witness of what sub- 
sequently occurred. He said bofore the Cor- 
oner’s jury: 

“While Drunsberger was coming up Geer re- 
marked that he expected trouble with him, as 
he had threatened to kill him. I said there 
would be no trouble in my place. Drunsberger 
came in, and going up to Geer said: ‘—— —— 
you, you parted me and my wife, and I’ll shoot 
—— out of you.’ ‘You've done me as much dirt 
as I ever did to you,’ replied Geer, At this 
Drunsberger drew a revolver and pointed it at 
Geer. I jumped over to him and made him put 
it up, telling him I would have no trouble and 
that if he made any be would be hustled out 
pretty rough. By this time we had got to one 
side of the room and Geer was on the opposite 
side. As I turned, Drunsberger again pulled his 
revolver, and before I could stop him he fired past 
me at Geer. The shot just missed me aud went 
through Geer’s stomach and neariy through the 
heavy door benind him. Geer fell, but pulled 
his revolver and shot at Drunsberger. The lat- 
ter sprang into the air, and I knew it had struck 
@ vital spot. But Druneberger advance on 
Geer and. emptied the remaining loads of his 
pistol into the prostrate man. One shot struck 
Geer right between the eyes. Drunsberger 
then started out, but fell outside the door. He 
died almost immediately. Geer was dead when 
I went up to bim.” 

Before Ceroner Pusey Mrs. Drunsberger said 
the trouble between the two men arose from 
the jealousy of Geer. On one occasion the two 
men had been on the pointof fighting a duel 
with rifles, but friends haa prevented such a 
meeting. ‘When the bodies were found Druns- 
berger had $432 in his pocket and Geer $600.

The proposition was defeated and a resolution 
was adopted in favor of subsidizing ocean- 
going vessels as a means of increasing export 
trade, as was also another one to request the 
Department of State to furnish the association, 
through its Consuls abroad, with ‘‘the namesof 
responsible persons in their respective places 
engaged in the selling of furniture.”

POINTS ABOUT THE PROPER TACKLE 


AND BAITS—BASS BITING AT GREEN- 
WOOD LAKE, 

The tish that is making anglers happy 
around these waters just now is the handsome 
‘weakfish, and a right royal fellow he is when 
lying on the bottom of the boat, gasping and 


“quivering under the overdose ot oxygen re- 


ceived from the air, Sometimes after being 
taken from the water the weakfish tades and 
the brilliant shimmering of blue and golden 
shades disappear, but the moment he is exposed 
to the sunlight a more beautiful fish is hard to 
find. 


They came into the bay early this season, but 
had to wait for seme time for warm weather in 
which to spawn. Shoals of them were seen, 
and the old iishermen of Jamaica Bay and 
Staten Island said there would be good fishing 
soon. The Sunday fishermen were pretty much 
disappointed, but the hot, humid days of the 


first of the week stirred up the finny béauties, 
and they began to develop a hankering for 
choice bits of crabs, white, Inscious shrimps, and 
even the more sombre clam. Since then re- 
porte of goud catches have come up from Staten 
Island and Jamaica Bay. Broad Channel) and 
the upper part of Jamaica Bay have been doing 
themseives proud, and big boatioads have been 
secured. The Prince’s Bay men also claim to 
have made catches of as high as fifty and sixty 
tish to a boat. 

The oyster beds in the bay are a favorite teed- 
ing ground for weaktish, as all kinds of small 
shell fish and lower orders of snimal life live 
among tne oysters. The beds coveran immense 
area and the fish have plenty of ground to 
travel over. The Staten Island Railroad runs 
frequent trains to Giffords and other stations. 
By keeping on the train to Tottenville and then 
Towing up the Kills for a couple of miles an- 
other good ground is found, The Raritan Bay 
oyster beds is a promising place for weaktish 
down as far as Keyport. The Horseshoe at 
Saudy Hook is a well-known resort that can be 
easily reached by the steamboats connecting 
with the New-Jersey Southern Railroad trains. 

The tish are capricious. They will often bite 
briskly for a time ana then suddenly stop snort, 
and all manner of lures fail to attract thet. 
For this reason there has arisen much discus- 
sion a8 te the right tide and the right tackle. 
Perbaps the best way is to go early and fish all 
day, and then the angler at least has the satis- 
faction of knowing he bas done his duty. wo 
hooks should be placed on the line, one aBove 
the other considerably. At tirst put two differ- 
ent kinds of bait on, till it is ascertained whieh 
is the more taking. Sometimes tne fish are near 
the bottom and again they are near the top. 
Only by a trial can it be ascertained where they 
are. 

Lhe element of luck comes in with weaktishing 
6 ven wore than with otherfish, Two boats will 
be anchored side by side, perhaps, and while one 
party are having lively sport the other will be 
holding limp lines all day. With the same bait 
and the same tackle it is often wonderful how 
it will happen. Again, not infrequently, there 
will be @ wanio the same bout with success” 
ful anglers who will not havea bite on his bait: 
The best plan under such circumstances is for 
the unfortunate to give it up for atime and 
take anap till the watermelon is cut and then 
return to fishing. The chances are that on his 
second trial be will beat the score. 

The incoming tide is considered by many the 
best, and the slack water is the most enjoyable 
to the rod fisherman; then, with alight sinker, 
be can Diay his fish with pleasure. lt does not 
make much difference what tackle is used, pro- 
vided itis strong. No ove can tell what will 
come along. A iffty-pound turtle may grab the 
bait or a stray big bluefish take the line in 
mouth and start out to sea, Even a big eel will 
sometimes grind up tackle in nis effurts to plow 
up an oyster bed. 

Other fish found down the bay are kingfish 
and blacktish and, once in while, the sea bass. 
At the Fishing Banks some fine! sea bass have 
been taken this last week and quantities of 
blackfieh. The schools of big bluetish outside 
Sandy Hook are not abundant as yet. The run 
of smaller tishin the Great South Bay has been 
excellent and still continues good on pleasant 
days. At Barnegat the Summer fishing season 
has begun with its usual fervor, and the boats 
are bringing in good messes of weakfish and 
kingfish. 

At Greenwood Lake, N. J., the biggest fish 
taken this season—and it was a small-mouth 
bass—weighed five and three-quarter pounds, 
and was hooked by a gentleman trom the ciub- 
house at the Warwick Woodlands. The larger 
mouth, or Oswego, bass are, as usual, the more 
numerous. They are running anywhere from 
two to four pounds, the average being about 
three pounds, and fifteen to thirty are consid- 
ered but « fair day’s catch. They bite best on 
live bait and halgramite, though some anglers 
have had excellent success with the Greenwood 
Lake fly and small frogs. R. D. Hopper, John 
Garrabrant, John Sherward, and two other 
Jerseyites were at the lake the other day and 
secured 150 pounds of fish, mostly Oawegos. 
They couldn’t be prevailed upon to tell 
how they caught them, but ack Finni- 
gan,one of the old guides who accompanied 
them, said they used flies and live bait. The 
most successful fly fishermen were Mr. John R. 
Wiley of Arlington and asmall party of young 
men from Montclair and Brooklyn. They vast 
aloug the sbores of the lagoons at the upper end 
of the lake and have a record that in number of 
small-mouth bass caught is equaled by only a 
few bait tishermen. Ali the guides are in great 
demand by those not familiar with the Jake. 
There are fouror five attached to each hotel, 
andthe rivalry, which is always more or less keén 
among them, never causes apy ill feeling and 
only finds expression in their constant boasting 
of the big catches which their patrons have 
made. 

Lake Hopatcong has been furnishing some 
very nice black bass this week, and quite a 
number have been risen to a fiy. The lake is 
weil worthy of a visit, whether any fish are 
caught or not, as it 1s a pretty sheet of water, 
with pleasant surroundings. Itis easily reached, 
at a moderate rate of fare, by the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad. 

John G, Heckscher and William J. Florence, 
the actor and enthusiastic angler, are having 
a finetime killing salmon on the Restigouche. 
The fish were tound to be plentiful, but logs 
floating down the river have proved a nuisance 
to the experts, and several nice fish have been 
lost thereby. The score for eight days of the 


| two anglers is as follows: 


Mr. Florence, 12 salmon, weighing as follows: 
164g, 26, 28, 2349, 24; 24, 23, 24, 29, 26, 25, and 25 
pounds. : 

Mr. Heckscher took 13 fish. as followa: 2744, 25s, 
28, 30, 2242, 31, 15, 24, 25, 29, Zl, 2430, and 2539 
pounds. 

The fish were reported as being very active 
and in fine condition. The method of the two 
anglers is to fish a little While in the morning 
and a little while at night. To play and capt- 
ure ene salmon in a day is sufiicient sport to 
satisfy the best of anglers. 

The salmon fishing at Bangor has been fairly 
goed this season and none of the Canarlian and 
provincial resorts have failed in giving good 
aport. Every day or so @ Hudson River salmon 
is taken out of the shad nets, showing that 
there are plenty of the fine fish working their 
Way uptheriver. By next Spring the tishways 
will be built above Troy, sv that they will be 
able to reach the spawning grounds, After 
that the salmon may be expected to increase 
rapidly. 

Brook trout are still being takenin the Sulli- 
van and Delaware County and Catskill region, 
though, of course, they are not so abundant as 
earlier in the season. ‘Shey will soon be found 
in the spring holes. If the expert fly castercan 
only find a richly-populatea spring hole he has 
abonanza. Justatnight ia the time to cast 
over such.pools. Many anglers make the mis- 
take of going home too early. When it is dark 
the big trout will rise to a fly, and their eyes 
areso sharp that they can see a fly when the 
fisherman cannot, 

Mr. Wakeman Holperton received the other 
day a weaktish which weighed ten pounds. It 
was caucht at Bayport, L. L 

‘’wo immense schools of bluefish were mot 
with off the southern coast of New-Jersey on 
Thursday, and a large number were cavghs. 
They weighed trom eight to twelve pounds 
apiece, and were sent to the Philadelphia 
markets. The schools are expected further up 
the coast this week. 

Two pompano, weighing respectively twenty- 
nine and thirty § pounds, were displayed on 
Commissioner Blackford’s stands at Fulton 
Market yesterday. They were taken in North 
Carolina waters and have attracted consider- 
able attention.

A MEXICAN WARNING, 


A TRADE WHICH THE UNITED STATES 


IS LIABLE TO LOSE. 
The Engineering and Mining Journal of this 


eity will in ita issue of to-day publish a trans- 


lation of an article from El Eeonomisia 
Mexicano, entitled ‘A Menace to the Mining 
Industry.” ‘The article,” says the Jeurnal, 
‘is one for our statesmen to fully weigh the 
meaning of, proceeding as it does from a paper 
which bas a semi-official character, edited by 
Sefior Manuel Zapota Vera, a gentleman who 
not only fairly expresses the intelligent opinion 
of Mexico, but who occupies the position of 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and represents, no doubt, the views of Seior 
Mariscal, the Secretary of State for Fereign Af- 
fairs, and those of the rest of the Cabinet of 
President Diaz.” 

The article in question runs as follows: 

“TItis well known that, aided by the facilities of 
transportation furnished by the railroads, and the 
freedom from import duties, the low-grade ores 
have been exported across the frontier for treat- 
ment in the United States, where several very im- 
portant smelting converns, established for the very 
purpose since the commencement of this new busi. 
ness, are carried on, relying on the Mexican pro- 


duction. These facilities have resulted in so large 
@ movement that In 1888 there were exported 


throngh El Paso 70,922 tons of ore, from which. 


were extracted 20,973 tons of lead. This wonderful 
development has taken place in eight years, and 
would promise to go on increasing if the conditions 
which gave rise to it were maintained.” 


The article then calls attention to the fact 
that the United States Treasury Department is 
considering an alteration of the present regula- 
tion, which: allows the ore to be brought in free 
so long as the value of the lead in it is less than 
the value of the silver it contains, by imposing 
aduty of 1142 cents a pound on the lead. This 
means the paralysis of the export trade to the 
United States, 1t is declared, and a transfer of 
the business to Germany. The article goes on: 


“The interests most injured would donbtless be 
the railroads engaged in the transportation of these 
ores, constructed with American capital, and the 
smelting eatablishments already referred to, built 
at great cost, also with American Capital. 

“The direct ivjury tous wouid consist in thé loss 
of time in placing on a normal basis the new traftic, 
and the result in smaller profits, owing to the great- 
er distance the ore would have to travel, but in all 
probability neither the working of the mines nor 
the exportation of the ores would cease on that ac- 
count or be injured so mach as the railroads, which 
would lose the traffic, or at least a considerable por- 
tion of it, and the amelting establishments which 
would ve closed for want of material or would have 
to be moved into Mexico; losses all much more pro- 
nounced for American interests, 

“These considerations cause us to hope that the 
suppression of the exportation of Mexican ore to 
the netghboring repnblic will not be persisted in, 
(for the duty referred to would be equivalent tu sup- 
préssion;) but, if other interests predominate and 
carry their point, we must deplore the fact that, 
while in Mexico everything is being done to foster 
commercial relations with the United States by 
means of concessions and other efficacious meas- 
ures, the very opposite ideas prevail in the United 
States. It will not be the fault of Mexico, conse. 
qnently, if in the course of time her commerce is 
diverted to other countries, as it is but natural that 
she should build up and eucourage mercantile rela- 
tions with those nations which show her good will 
and reciprocal intentions.”
